New YorK, Nov. 12.—A bitter Republican 
paper printed this telegram to-day from Chi- 
cago: 

Chicago, III., Nov. 11.—Washington Hes- 
ing has received a telegram from Mr. Cleve- 
land acknowledging the delivery of the Lu- 
theran vote of illinois, The telegram reads 
in this wise:

I received that telegram from Mr. Cleve- 
land the day after election, said Mr. Hesing.

promises. I requested that he would use his 
influence to place a branch of the national 
headquarters in Chicago s0 as to pay 
special attention to the campaign in the 
West. He said he would and he did. 1 asked 
him to place a clause in his letter of accept- 
ancein favor of the parental control of the 
education of the children on this school issue. 
He said he would and he did. Iasked him to 
speak out plain on personal rights and against 
sumptuary laws. He said he would and 
he did. Iasked him to put in a World’s Fair 
clause, and he did. I told him that if he 
would do this he would get 25,000 non-Cath- 
olle German votes in Illinois, and my word 
has deen fulfilled. I told him that these 25,- 
German votes had hitherto been cast for the 
Republican party, but under the conditions 
named they would go over to him. 

When a reporter called on Mr. Cleveland 
to- day for his statement, the president-elect 
denied positively any knowledge of the al- 
leged telegram. ‘‘I know nothing about any 
such arrangement,’’ said Mr. Cleveland this 
forenoon. ‘‘Thetelegram is manufactured 
out of whole cloth and with no foundation 
whatever.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 12.—The Presi- 
dent to-day authorized a denial of the alleged 
interview with him published in a New York 
paper this morning. He denies it, and 
stated that he has at no time given 
utterance to the utterances or opinions 
ascribed to him. He has not criticised 


the leaders who managed his campaign nor 
has he made any references to Gen. Dudley. 
He wishes the statement made with empha- 
sis that he believes the prominent Republic- 
ans who opposed his nomination at Minae- 
apolis have been loyal to him throughout the 
campaign, and have done all they could do 
to secure success. He has no fault to find 
with anybody.

A BEPUBLICAN MANUFACTURER SEES NO CAUSE 
FOR ALARM. 


Troy, N. T., Nov. 12.—James K. Pine, a 
prominent Republican leader in Rensselaer 
County, and a member of the United Shirt 
and Collar Co., which employs several thou- 
sand hands, said to-day: I don’t antici- 
pate any immediate change because of 
Mr. Cleveland’s election, and cer- 
tainly no curtailment of business on the 
part of any collar frm. There is 


no scare among the manufacturers of this 
vicinity on account of the election of Cleve- 
land. Clevelandisatried man, and I be- 
lieve from the bottom of my heart that he 
will give us a clean administration. In my 
opinion there is no good reason why business 
and consequently prosperity should not con- 
tinue to increase inthe next four years as it 
has inthe pasttwo. The McKinley bill has 
been of no great helptothe collar manufac- 
turers. We hope the tariff on linen will be 
taken off. Collars would be less costiy to 
the consumer and there would be no change 
inthe profit of the manufacturer. Protec- 
tion has been overdone by the Republican 
party inthe McKinley bill. I don’t believe 
that capltalists and business men are at all 
likely to become panic-stricken, I think the 
man bigoted who thinks that the Repubiican 
party contains all the brains and honesty of 
the country. There are too many level- 
headed men inthe Democratic party to per- 
mit the enactment of any law injurious to 
the country of which they form a part. 


EFFECTS IN ENGLAND. 


THE VIEWS OF THE MANUFACTURERS IN VARIOUS 
BRANCHES OF INDUSTRY. 

LONDOX, Nov. 12.—A number of interviews 
on the resultof the election in the United 
States with representatives of various trades 
in Great Britainare published in the Daily 
Telegraph this morning. 

The president and secretary of the Shef- 
field Chamber of Commerce and the heads of 
various firms in that city are represented as 
being pleased at Mr. Cleveland's victory, but 
not sanguine of any immediate result in the 
way of tariff reform. In one interview a 


former master cutler named Richardson is 
quoted as saying that he thinks that if any 
tariff reduction is made it will be of a selfish 
kind and will only benefit America. 

A number of interviews were had in Liver- 

I. where the election had been atopic of 
discussion in the cotton market, on the Stock 
Exchange and among the frequenters of 
ether business centers of that city. The 
opinions are various. Liverpool ship owners 
especially have suffered from the McKinley 
law. In addition to the reduction ofthe ex- 
portation of woolens, other articles, like tin 
plate, formerly sentto Liverpool to be ship- 
ped by fast steamers, are now shipped more 
cheaply from Cardiff and other ports nearer 
the centers of production, the cost of rall- 
way — 2 to Liverpool thus being 
avoided. In some quarters the hope is ex- 
pressed that if the McKinley law is not at 
once repealed some temporary modification 
may be madeinfavorof English goods. In 
the chemical trade, according to one inter- 
view, a revival of business is expected 
asa result ot the Democratic victory. The 
cotton trade, it appears, has suffered less 
than some other interests, and its represen- 
tatives are less excited by the news. 

A number of the interviews represent the 
citizens of Belfast as delighted over Mr. 
Clevelana’s election, the linen industry hav- 
ing suffered severely through the McKinley 
tari@®.

WILL TURN THEM OUT. 


TARSNEY THINKS CLEVELAND WILE EMPLOY AN 
ACTIVE HEADSMAN. 

Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 12,—‘‘In removing 
Republicans from officeto make room for 
Democrats, said Congressman John C. 
Tarsney to-day, ‘‘Mr. Cleveland, in my 
opinion, will not go as slow as 
he did in 1884, Then he owed 
his election, in a measure, to the mugwump 
vote. This time he is under no such obliga- 
tions. There was no mugwump vote for 
him. The army of mugwumps passed out of 
existence when George William Curtis died, 
and they cut no figure whatever in Tuesday’s 
election. Cleveland was elected by Demo 
crats, and a powerful factor in his behalf 


was Tammany Hall, which stood like a rock 
or him. He, therefore, owes everything to 
Democrats and while he will not overstep his 
own interpretation of the civil service law 
he will give to Democrats the offices. 
believe if Cleveland had been elected in 1888 
he would have pursued this e%. for there 
— no mugwump vote for him in that elec- 
on. 

Mr. Tarsney,who is considerable of a power 
in Congress, said that the coming short ses- 
sion would probably pass only the Torrey 
bankruptcy bill and general appropriation 
bills. e thinks there will be no attemptat 
silver legislation this winter. Cleveland 
would never signa Bland bill, because he 
was opposed to any silver legislation until 
the commercial nations should agree upona

This billis 
designed to take the place of the Morrill law, 
enacted in 1890. The Morrill law, on its face, 
is a disability law, but, as administered, it 
is nothing less than a service Dill. An ex- 
Union soldier, no matter how long he may 
have served in the army or what his physical 
condition may ®, may by making 
a mdavit of disability get from 88 
to $12 a month. Mr. Tarsney’s 
bill provides for a cent a day for every day a 
man served inthe war. If he served thirty 
days he wouid get thirty centsa month and 
soon up the full four years’ service. By the 
terms of the bill a service of four years would 
give an old soldier $15 a month. 

Mr. Tarsney looks for no tariff legislation 
this winter. There are some special bills 
already passed by the House on the Senate 
calendar, but Mr. Tarsney thinks that the 
lesson of last Tuesday will not mode the 
Republican Senators to heed the popular 
will; they will be faithful to their 
idol, the McKinley bill. Then, too, there isa 
demand for a more sweeping reduction of 
the tariff than that covered in the special 
bills.

INDIANANS WILL URGE PRESIDENT CLEVELAND 
TO CONVENE CONGRESS. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 12.—Leading 
Democrats of this State are preparing to 
urge upon President-elect Cleveland the ne- 
cessity of calling aspecial session of Con- 
gress as soon after March 4 as practicable in 
order that there may !be no delay in 
responding to the demands of the people and

Drnorr, Mich., Nov. 12.—Chairman Cam-

6,000 plur- 
ality. Itis probable that Morse is ahead of 
most of his associates on the Democratic 
State ticket, But Ewing is probably behind 
most of his associates on the People’s ticket. 
S0 the joint vote of both parties 
on Governor is an excellent indication what 
the vote will be on other offices. The election 
of Atty.-Gen. Ellis and Judge Newton is 
spectally important, and is regarded by the 
Democratic State Committee as of the high- 
est importance. The special count will not 
be made until Tuesday. 


WISCOKSIN. 

MILWAUKEER, Wis., Nov. 12.—Itis reported 
that the Democrats ofthis county will try to 
count out the Republicans elected to county 
offices by throwing out the Soldiers’ Home 
vote. Some of the Democratic leaders claim 
that the veterans at the Home are non-resi- 
dents and that they should not vote. The 
Republicans elected have each engaged attor- 
neys to defend their interests.

The Case Will Go Before the Grand 
Jury Monday. 


VERY SENSATIONAL EVIDENCE PROM 
ISED BY MARSHAL HILLIARD. 


Final Trial of the Case May Not Be Reached . 
Before February Next—The Letters of 
Cranks to the Officers—Similar Letters 


to Judge Blaisdell History of ‘the 
Crime. 


TAUNTON, Mass., Nov. 12.—The Lizzie Bor- 

den case will be taken up by the Grand- jury 
Monday next. Mr. McHenry, the Providence 
detective, will testify. City Marshal Hilliard 
of Fall River says that he has used McHenry 
on some outside work necessary at the time 
because it was felt that it might lead up to 
other and important facts connected with 
the matter of some interest. Everything 
done by McHenry was followed by 
his own officers, the Marshal said, and 
that closed the business con- 
nection with McHenry. Referring to the 
Trickley-McHenry imbroglio, he said that 
the whole matter had not been made public. 
yet, nor would it be until after the trial of 
Miss Borden, if there was a trial, and the 
second crop was going to be far more in- 
teresting than thefirstone. Infatthe gave 
the listener to understand that what was to 
come would make the biggest sensation of 
the day when it made its appearance.

Marshal Hilliard said that he was almost 
dally in receipt of annoying and threaten- 
ing letters of all kinds from cranks, and only 
a few days before had received one suggest- 
ively embellished with the outline of a coffin 
surrounded by a blood red circle.

THE WOUND HOT RESPONSIBLE 


Alfred Wyatt, Who Was Shot, Dies of 
Typhoid Fever—The Medical Sooiety. 


An interesting feature of the regular meet- 
ing of the St. Louis Medical Society last night 
atthe Polytechnic Building wasa case pre- 
sented by Dr. Heine Marks or the Oity Hos- 
pital. It was a pathological specimen 
from a patient at the City Hos- 
pital. The case was of especial 


interest as the patient, Alfred Wyatt, col- 
ored, was shot in tue abdomen by a negress 
about the ist of July and died at the City Hos- 

ital esterday morning. The autopsy 
eld at the institution showed, however, 
that the gunshot wound was in no way re- 
sponsibie for his death, which was due to 
ty phoid fever. Wyatt was taken 
to the bospital on July 8 
and n was performed. 
On Aug. 10 he was discharged as the wound 
had completely healed and he was able to go 
to work. Last Wednesday he returned to 
the hospital andi evinced undoubted 
symptoms of typhoid fever. He 
survived the attack only three days 
and a half and died F An 
autopsy was held and the bullet was found 
in him completely encysted, and the sur- 
roanding membrane in a healthy condl- 
tion, while the spleen, liver and 
other organs showed all the apes 
ofa malignant case of tyDhoid fever. r. 
Heine Marks exhibited the specimen which 
showed clearly the effects of typhoid fever. 
Dr. B. Outten then explained the case of 
the patient who was present and who had 
been treated at the Missouri Pacific Railway 
Hospital for the past year. He had been run 
over by a car wheel and sustained a 
compound, comminuted, complicated fract- 
ure of the femur—in other words, a broken 
thigh. The doctor said that the man was 
suffering so atthe time of the shock he re- 
celved that had amputation been attempted 
he would have died. It was only by the ut- 
most care and attention and by ——1 
the injured limb suspended in a Hodgen 
splint that the fractured bone reunited and 
the man was enabled to become well and use 
nis leg so as to appear bufore them last 
night. The patient was critically examined 
by about seventy-five of the physicians pres- 
ent, and then the discussion began. It re. 
suited in an advance of arguments for and 
against the use of the Hodgen splint.

Euston for Contempt of Court. 


MR. EUSTON IGNORED A SUMMONS BE- 
CAUSE HE WAS “NOT A CITIZEN.” 


The Wealthy Business Man's Excuse Not 
Acceptable to the Court—-He Was Com- 
pelled to Pay the Full Amount of the 
Fine, and Coste—Judge Oastloman’s 
Dieplay of Moral Courage. 


Alexander Euston, manager of the Crown 
Linseed Ou Co., whose residence, 8720 Lindell 
avenue, is one of the palatia) structures of 
that aristocratic boulevard, was arraigned 
yesterday inthe Criminal Court for con- 
tempt, and was made to pay $50 forhis of- 
fense. 

The trouble Judge Castleman has had in se- 
curing a grand-jury to serve for the Novem- 
ber term of his court has already been pub- 
lished, Thinking it unnecessary to call fifty 
or sixty prominent business men from their 
desks forthe greater part of a day he only 
issued a venire for thirty when he made a de- 
mand on the Sherif. of these 
twenty-three answered, and of these 
fifteen were released from service 
on giving good excuses. This left only 
eight, and as twelve are necessary Judge 
Castleman called for a venire of ten more 
last Monday. There seemed to be a mis- 
understanding among the five or six who 
were found, for they did not appear in court 
Wednesday morning on time, because they 
thought they were always given notice 
a week ahead of time. Judge Castie- 
man accepted the excuse of those present 
but told them to report for duty at 10 o’clock 
Friday morning, when he would impanei 
them. He then ordered an alias summons 
for Alexander Euston, who did not put in 
appearance Wednesday morning, though he 
was personally served on Monday and told to 
report promptly. Yesterday after- 
noon a Deputy S&herif walked into 
court with Mr. Euston in custody 
and wen an opportunity offered 
between the arguments of attorneys he pre- 
sented his prisoner to the ourt. Judge 
Castleman aszed Mr. Euston why he did not 
obey the summons and Mr. Euston said: 

Jam not a eiten.“ 

That does not excuse you, sir,“ said the 
Judge. ‘‘You should have come anyhow.’’ 

„But I was summoned here two or three 
times before in the past few years, 
said Mr. Euston, and on ex- 
plaining to Judge Normile that I 
was not a citizen of the United States he ex- 
cused me. I had business in Chicago Mon- 
day and went there supposing my absence 
would be understood, I only returned this 
morning. 

„Tour going away only makes the case 
worse,’’ replied the Judge, and even if you 
bad been summoned here twenty times 
before and were excused you sbould 
hare been present to be 
excused again. You are in contempt of court, 
and I will fine you $50 for the offense.’’ 

Mr. Euston tried to explain, but the Judge 
would not listen to him. He walked away 
and was taken to the Clerk’s office where he 
could pay his fine, He paid $51.50 fine and 
costs very promptly and then it occurred 
to bim that he had read something 
about ‘‘O. K. Jim’’ and remits. He asked 
Clerk Pattison in a confident way where he 
could go to have the fine remitted, thinking, 
no doubt, thatif a thug could get a fine re- 
mitted or be released from the Work- house 
he ought to be able to get one, too, being a 
reputable business man, though not a citizen 
of these United States. He was told that the 
only man who could remit the fine was Judge 
Castleman. He thought be could hardly ho 
for a remit from the Judge, so he left the 
building. 

Judge Castieman’s action in ning Mr. Alex 
Euston caused a decided sensation among 
the officials and attorneys present. The pro- 
visions of the law for the attachment of per- 
sons disregarding or disobeying the pro- 
Cesses of the court have been rarely invoked 
—ordinarily only in the Instances of 
Witnesses and on the special 
of one of the attorneys in 
on trial. Although the cases of citizens sum- 
moned for Grand-jury duty disregarding the 
processes of the court have been Very numer- 
ous, the invocation of the attachment pro- 
ce gshave been, almost wi hout excep- 
tion, farcical, the most serious rebuke re- 
corded for many years in the Criminal Court 
being the onarging of the Sheriff’s costs.

THE PLAGUZ IN HAMBURG. 


The Correspondent of a St. Louis Firm 
Gives Interesting Information. 


In a market report issued on Oct. 16 last by 
Carl Gartner, a lamber merchant of Ham- 
burg, Germany, a copy of which was re- 
celved by G. L. Dobyns, a lumber broker and 
commission merchant of this city, some in- 
teresting facts are given concerning the late 
epidemic of cholera in that country. He 
States that the total number of cases up to 
that date was 18, 162, of whom 7,615 died. The 
Kreatest death rate was on Aug. 27, when 
455 victims died and 1,102 cases were reported 
sick with the disease. 

He attributes the great mortality inthe 
city of Hamburg over that of other cities to 
be due to the contaminated waters of the 
river Elbe. The sickness ra mos 
among the lower classes of ple and those 
who were careless and rent in their 
habits and mode of living.

Leaders of the German Democracy Meet 


in Berlin To-Morrow. 


PROSPECTS OF A BITTER FIGHT BE: 
TWEEN TWO FACTIONS. 


One Is Led by Herr Liebknecht and the 
Other by Volimar, the Bavarlau— Their 
Policies Directly Opposed—One Is a 
Revolutionist and the Other Believes 
in Peaceful Methods of Reform—For- 
eign News. 


Bumm, Nov. 12.—To-morrow is the day 
Mixed for the assembling of the annual con- 
gress or convention of the Social- Democratic 
party of the German Empire. 


The congress promises to be the scene of 
strong contention. Asin all recent former 
meetings of the National party the Lieb- 
Knecht-Volimar feud will be fought bitterly. 
Liebknecht is one of the brainest men in 
German politics, and isan acknowledged in- 
ternational and revolutionist, caring as lit- 
tle for German nationally as he does for 
France. He was the head-center of the 
recent Socialist congress at Marseilles. The 
French Government notified him that his 
presence on the sol of France was undesir- 
able, and he was escorted across the border. 

Herr Liebknecht has grown very stout of 
late and walks as it he hada heavier burden 
on his shoulders than he can bear. IIe 1s 66 
years old. The hair, which he wears long 
andthrown back over his head, is almost 
white. He dresses in a black frock coat, 
with a broad, soft felt wide-awake. On the 
whole he resembles a dissenting minister. He 
speaks French, but not fluently, and he is 
sometimes at a loss for the right word. 

Liebknecht is one ofthe men who believe 
that the bonds of alliance between Russia 
and France will be broken by the Czar’s be- 


Ttrayal ot the Republic when the test of a 


European war comes. Liebknecht has de- 
Clared that in the German Socialistic pro- 
gramme Alsace-Lorraine willbe annexed to 
Switzerland, which will become the great 
country of the democracy, the cherished 
ideal of socialism and the proletariat. 

Vollmar is the high priest of the Southern 
German Socialists as his rival is of the North- 
ern section. Vollmar has great personal 
magnetism, which Liebknecht lacks, and his 
followers have shown repeatedly that they 
are ready to follow him, in or out of the 
party. 

He isa thoroughbred German, believes in 
the efficacy of the parliamentary way of re- 
form, and doesn’t believe that the socialists 
will accomplish their reform of society by up- 
Setting the existing order of things all at 
once. He excites Liebknecht periodically by 
speaking in favor ot the Triple Alliance and 
other poli..cal institutions,whickh Liebknecht 
in reply as reguiarly denounces @@ deplorable 
claptrap calculated only to gravate the 
misery of the workmen. Liebynecht is now 
a@nxious to put out Vollmar, and Vollmar is 
defiant. 

At the congress the conflict between them 
will probably come toa head aud result in a 
division of the party into North German and 
South German parties. 

The man who hes held these warring fac- 
tions together so far, and is still doing his 
utmost to harmonize them, is August Bebel, 
A self-educated agitator of great eloquence, 
intelligence and diplomatictact. He counte- 
nanced Liebknecht because the latter is use- 
Ful ein throwing an occasional bone to the 
rabid revolutionists who want violence and 
carnage at once, and think fire and bullets 
the only means of settling the social ques- 
tion. Atthe same time he will not disown 
Vollmar, for he knows that the latter's 
constitutional and parliamentary policy 
alone can lead the party to success. 

Deputy Auer e is another leader who trims 
his sails discreetly and is an element of peace 
in the organization; he attends to all political 
secretarial work carried on from Berlin. 

Deputy Singer, while indispensable to the 
party leadership, tsa fruitful and perennial 
source of party bitterness and division. He 
is, in fact, the banker ofthe party. His sig- 
nature is necessary whenever money is drawn 
on the party’s account from the Bank of 
England, and his support will be most valued 
by all the factions should one final split be 
made at the coming congress. 

There is an good prospect of an open rupt- 
ure and division of the party before the close 
of the congress. 


THE ARMY BILL. 


FRIENDS OF THE MEASURE FEAR IT WILL NOT 
PASS—GERMAN AFFAIRS. 

BERtixn, Nov. 12.—At concurrent meetings 
of the Centrists in Bavaria, Baden and Wur- 
temberg, a well-nigh unanimous sentiment 
againstthearmy bill was expressed. This 
attitude of the Centrists has shattered 
the confidence of the ministerialists inthe 
Reichstag in the acceptance ofthe measure. 
The Centrist newspapers have again changed 
their tone. They have reverted to their 
former denunciations ot the bill, and not a 
single organ of the Center party now advo- 
cates anything but uncompromising hos- 
tility to it. Opposition to the measure is

Many or 
the German papers, in welcoming Mr. Oleve- 
lana’s election to the Presidency of the 
United States, seem to think that his advent 
will involve the early disappearance of the 
McKinley tariff. Better informed journals 
discuss the election from another standpoint, 
paying due respect to the grand sight 
ofafree people peacefully declaring their 
sovereign will. The Vosesiche Zeitung calls 
America the mightiest nation inthe world, 
hecause she has no reason to either ask for 
or fear anything from any other nation. 

All the newspapers agree in hoping that the 
McKinley tariff will be modined. Some of 
them point out that the tariff has done less 
harm to German exports than was expected, 
only the textile manufacturers of Saxony 
having suffered much. 

The Emperor continues to amuse himself 
by hunting and traveling. He returned from 
Kiel with the Empress on Thursday and 
started yesterday on a wild boar hunt 
at Konig’s Wusterhauser with the King 
of Saxony. On Monday next he will 
go with Count Von Wernigerode to hunt with 
Count Von Sstoldberg. At a recent hunt on 
the domain of Gen. Von Uledel the Emperor 
killed with his own hands 236 hares, 
ninety pheasants and twenty-five rab- 
its. The strict rule of the 
German Foreign Office that employes 
must not marry foreigners has again Drought 
sorrow. A bright young diplomat, whois 
wooing an American heiress, applied to the 
Emperor for his consent to their marriage. 
The Emperor was inexorable in dis 
refusal to grant the desired permission. 
The young diplomat will probably resign his 
position in order that he may marry the girl 
of his choice. The Berlin Merchants 
and Manufacturers’ Club has decided to 
organize a German exhibition to be held 
either in 1895 or 1897 In lieu of the abandoned 
German world’s exhibition. 

The official register of the German exhbibit- 
ors at the Chicago Columbian ex- 
hibition shows that 8,800 firms 
will be represented. Wine producers 
are especially numerous, numbering 267.In the 
book trade,330 houses will be represented, The 
mining, iron working and textile industries 
will be sparsely represented. Prof. Siemer- 
ing, who modeled the Washington statue 
for Philadelphia, is preparing a statue of 
Victory for Chicago. Another less pleasing 
enterprise connected with the fair bas 
been discovered in the country districts, 
where agents were trying to entice girls to 
go to Chicago. ‘Ihe authorities made short 
work of the traffickers. 

The will of the late dowager Queen of Wur- 
temburg bequeathes 84,000. 000 marks. Ot this 
sum 10,000,000 marks is given to her niece, 
Princess Vera of Wurtemburg, and several 
million marks to Princess Vera’s two 
dauchters. 

The King of Wurtemburg receives 10,000,000 
marks. The remainder is widely distrib- 
uted among other relatives. Chas. O’Con- 
nell, alias Ward, a young crook, who is 
said to be well known to the 
American police, has been sentenced at 
Frankfort to twelve years’ imprisonment. 
He attacked a bank clerk in the hall of 
Reich’s bank and robbed him of 200,000 
marks. ‘O’Connell fied, but was pursued and 
captured. 


LONDON’S UNEMPLOYED. 


THE MEETING IN TRAFALGAR SQUARE TO-DAY 
— CLUB TOPICS. 


Loxvpox, Nov. 12.—The Trafalgar square 
demonstration of unemployed and dis- 
satisied workmen to-morrow promises 
to be the greatest gathering 
of labor ever seen in the world. There 
will be processio ns to the square from every 
part of the town. there will be speaking from 
six stands. The meeting will have to dis- 
perse at 4:150’clock (sunset), as the law for- 
bids night meetings. It would not get well 
under way until 3 o’clock. The windows of 
the shops in the neighborhood have been 
boarded up as a precaution against the pres- 
sure of the crowd, 

In spite of their endeavor to hide it there is 
a good deal of sentiment in Engiand, and 
the nation has just paid out $30,000 fora 
purely sentimental reason. Nelson’s old 
fiag-ship, Foudroyant, has deen brought 
back from Germany, and will be anchored in 
the Thames on Monday, tobe finally turned 
into a naval museum. Every body recalls 
the wild howl that went up over thé sale of 
the old war-ship.

PREPARING FOR CHOLERA. 


Speaking of cholsra, every country over 
here is making elaborate preparations for 
the coming siege which is expected next 
spring. It is conceded by doctors every- 
where that we are to have cholera next year 
in Europe, probably in England. Nurses are 
being enrolled throughout Germany, Russia 
and Great Britain. Drains are being looked 
after and every preparation is making to 
Hight the foe.

LONDON’S FOGS. 

For the past week London bas suffered 

from dense fogs. At noon to-day it was as 

K as night and the atmos- 
phere was uncomfortably black and heavy. 
The us ual roar of traffic was greatly dimin- 
ished, for many carefal draymen and others 
refused to allow their horses to be used, fear- 
ing accidents. The trafic done was carried 
on under great difficulties, and it was only 
by the exercise of the greatest oare that 
accidents were not more numerous, though 
some more serious casualties were reported. 
These consisted mostly in run-overs. The 
lawless element, took advantage 
of the occasion and were ev- 
erywhere active. It was utterly 
impossible forthe police to recognize them 
and the dense fog rendered robbery an easy 
task. It is feared that many fatalities will 
occur at the docks, which are veritable death- 
traps in such weather as the present. Only 
at the London and India posts supporting 
chains have been erected and this will pre- 
vont loss of life there. At other docks num- 
erous persons have fallen into the river and 
never been heard from again until their 
bodies were picked up by boatmen. The fog 
will also prove fatal to many persons suffer- 
ing from pulmonary complaints. 

ROYALTY AND ROSEBERRY. 

It is currently reported that the Prince of 
Wales’ eldest unmarried daughter, the 
Princess Victoria, is about to bestow her 
princely hand on Lord Roseberry, thus fol. 
lowing the example of her sister, the Duchess 
of Fife. So it is evident that democracy 
is climbing into high places in England as 
wellas the United States. This report is 
countenanced by the fact that Lord Rose - 
berry was one of the guests at Sandringham 
on Wednesday, when the Princess’ sist birth- 
day was celebrated. 


THE POPE TO THE PRESIDENT. 

RomE, Nov. 12.—Secretary of State Foster 
has written to Pope Leo expressing the satis- 
faction of President Harrison inthe interest 
shown by the Pope in the World's Fair, and 
stating that relics sent from Rome would be 
carefully guarded in a separate building. 
Oardinal Rampolla, in behalf of the Pope, re- 
plied that Pope Leo was gratified with the 
liberty accorded to the Catholic Church in 
America and that Pope Leo will send exhibits 
in the care of Mgr.

A LARGE DIAMOND. 


The Second in Size in the World Now Be- 
ing Out. 

The second largest dlamond in the world Is 
now undergoing the cutting process at Ant- 
werp. Its weight is at present 474 carats, 
but it will lose no less than 274 carats before 
it is ready forthe market. Even then, how. 
ever, it will be the second largest 
diamond in the world, standing between 
the 280 carats of the Persian diamond 
„Great Mogul,“ whose existence is consid. 
ered very mythical to-day, and is said to 
weigh 193 carats, and the Victoria, or Impe- 
rial diamond, the property of the Nizam of 
Hyderabad, and the Russian ‘‘Orioff’’ bril- 
liant. The De Beers Yellow weighs 22% car- 
ats, recently sold to an Indian rajah. 
Roughly speaking, the Antwerp stone will be 
about the size of a pigeon’s egg. In its pres- 
ent state it measures 2,741 inches by 1.767 
inches, Its polished surface will measure 
.786 inches each way.

BUILDING SHIpS. 


PIECE BY PIECE THB SMALLER PARTS 
ARE PUT TOGETHER. 


Spectal Correspondence SUNDAY PQST-DISPATCH, 
New Tonk. Nov. 10.— Lo say that the science 
of naval architecture and constructien in its 
relations to ships of warhas had unprece- 
dented developmentin late years would not 
be in any respect an exaggeration. The 
fruits of the new era are al- 
ready very apparent. In fact some 
have already come to take the place of 
old methods and old machines and in their 
turn have been discarded for others that are 
now in a fair way to be superseded by the re- 
sults of further scientific experiments. All 
this hastaken place without any practical 
tests of the merits of the innovations in 


actual fighting. 


ships might be said to date from the civil 
war, although there wereja number of iso- 
lated examples before thattime. With the 
Monitor came a revolution in the logic of 
naval science, and the end is not yet, so the 
prophets declare. 

The evolution ofthe modern floating for- 
tresses, as exemplified in the recently floated 
vessels in our navy, as well as those that fly 
the flags of England, Italy, France and Ger- 
many, might be described as a long race be- 
tween armor plate aud armament. In other 
words the makers of guns have progressed 
as well as the makers offron or steel plates 
that guard a ship from the heavy missiles of 
various kinds that are shot fromthe modern 
gun. Attimes it has seemed as though the 
defense had triumphed in placing heavy 
steel plates at the most vulner- 
able points, but almost before the 
thought was spoken a new gun 
would be Drought forth on some new boat of 
another nation that would render the steel 
plates no more serviceable in an actual 
engagement than so much pulp. On these 
lines the game has gone on until the steel 
ship has developed into what seems to be 
perfection, and guns are made which will 
pierce wrought iron tothe depth of several 
feet. according to the varying size and weight 
of the projectiles. 

While the effort to produce gunsthat will 
make any kind of armor useless has engaged 
the attention of workers in naval science, 
and while the effort to build shipsthat are 
almost a mass of solid steel has engaged the 
attention of others, still another complica- 
tion thrust itself forth in the shape of the 
modern torpedo boat. An English authority 
on the subject has openly declared his opin- 
ion that the present form offighting with a 
few powerful and fleet Dattle-ships must 
eventually be abandoned and that a fleet of 
such vessels attacked at night by torpedo 
boats is a fleet lost. 

It has been asserted by another man high 
in the ranks of naval science that heavy ar- 
mor plate will be done away with on nearly 
all vessels, andthat distinct styles of craft 
will be used for distinct purposes in sea war- 
fare hereafter. According to his idea there 
will be the floating forts for harbor defense, 
with the heaviest steel plates and heaviest 
guns made, that will be capable of the hard- 
est fighting, but of little use on the high seas 
on account of the impossibility of combining 
these powers with that of speed. For the 
commerce destroyers there will be the lightly 
built and lightly armored cruisers of the 
highest speed that will ve able to attack the 
merchant marine or unprotected coasts and 
run away from the heavily armed battle- 
ships, whose guns would finish them in short 
order. The torpedo boats and such craft 
also rank high in this prophet’s estimation. 

In accordance with this theory, in part, the 
navy of this nation is gradually taking shape. 
The heavy battle ship and the swift cruiser 
are combined, however, in the recent ships, 
and neither one northe other hag found its 
fullest development. 

Inthe Navy Yard in this city the new ship

These ships not only Carry heavy steel 


The introduction of heavily armored battle- 


ods from those used in the building of a 
wooden ship, and yet, on the whole, the two 
are put together on very much the same 
principle. 

As many have thought, it 18 true that a 
large part ofthe work doneon these iron 
ships is done in steel mills and factories, and 
the yard is the place of putting together. In 
allthe important parts of such a ship as the 
Cincinnati the iron forms are made and 
shaped in the mills, far from the place where 
the boat is being put together. In 
such work the greatest accuracy is absolute - 
ly indispensable. In wooden ships the differ. 
ent parts are shaped and put together in the 
yards from which the ship is launched, but 
iron cannot be sawed and planed and cutto 
fit when itis to serve such a purpose as the 
backbone or ribs of ashiplike the Atlanta. 
Every piece is measured from the drawings 
with the most scrupulous care and mathe- 
matical exactness and measured with spocial 
apparatuses in order that there may be per- 
fect accuracy. 

In bullding wooden vessels the drawings 


are not nearly so exactasthe plans for iron 
vessels, 
latter for the elimination of anything re- 
sembling allowance in any Qirection. Every- 
thing is calculated down to the hundredth 
part of an inch, and as the plans call for the 
parts, so are they turned out from the fac- 
tory. After the iron and steel parts leave 
the mills in which they are made, the making 
of the ship is comparatively the same as if it 
were of wood. The blocks are laid in a long 
line to support the keel, whichis the first 
piece putin. 


This keel is made of many parts, but to the 
eye itappears to be one gracefully shaped 
piece of iron that reaches from the stem to 
the stern ofthe shipthatistobe. When the 
keel is laid the stem and stern pieces are the 
next to be added, and at about the same time 
the enormous ribs that form the frame are 
raised up on either side. All these rimbers, 
as they are called, in spite of the fact that in 
these ships they are iron and not wood, are 
shored up asthey are putin place. In other 
words, poles are places nnderneath them and 
beside them to keep them supported in their 
proper place. The hull is formed of two 
distinct coverings on the inside and outside 
of the timbers, inthe same manner as the 
wall timbers of a frame house are boarded up 
on both inside and out, the difference being 
inthe greater strength of the ship and the 
coverings being of iron instead of wood. The 
several decks or floors on these ships are 
made of iron, as wellas the other parts, and 
they,too, get their snare of heavy steel armor 
plates, the same as the sides of the vessels. 

The building of iron ships was found to be 
full of difficulties and disadvantages in early 
years, but these were gradually overcome, 
and this is still being done all the time. The 
great difficulty with iron ships is their lack 
of elasticity, and when subjected to great 
strains they have frequently broken,in conse- 
quence of theirinability to bend. That Is, 
they wear out and come to pieces sooner than 
the wooden ships. They are put together 
with rivets, and after some very hard wear 
it has been found that these rivets break. 
Up to the present time the plates are placed 
edge to edge and another piate is placed on 
the inside and riveted to the two. In this 
way the whole tension, both from the ends 
and laterally, is borne by the rivets. 

Anew method, which is designed to put an 
end to this strain on the rivets, was patented 
by one of the carpenters in the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard less than a year ago, and experi- 
ments have proved it to be very superior to 
the old style. In this new style one of the 
plates is so patterned thatits edge receives 
the other plate, that is, it is formed like one- 
half of a groove, and in the lengthened joint 
andthe support on one side considerable 
strength is gained. The Franklin Institute 
will make tests of this new fastening in a few 
weeks in order to ascertain the exact amount 
of advantage gained. 

The Oincinnati was rigged after the 
common tendency in this style of vessels. 
She will use satis only as an auxiliary to 
steam power and in case of accident to her 
machinery. She is now nearly ready for 
launching, and work is going on quite rap- 
idly. Owing to the rules, which prohibit the 
engagement of men in the Navy Yard for 
sixty days previous to election day, no more 
men can be put to work on her now, It is 
anticipated, however, that she will be ready 
forghe water when the time comes.

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TAKING CARE OF A CANARY. 


How to Make Your Bird Sing Through the 
Dark Winter Day:. 


A pretty bird in a pretty cage is as cheery a 
sight as can be found in a long search through 
the cosiest homes. It is pleasant just to look 
at birdieas he hops from perch to perch or 
lazily rocks in his swing. But if he can be 
persuaded to open his ilttle bill and send 
forth notes of melody he becomes not only a 
thing of beauty to bird lovers, but a joy to 
all who catch even the faintest notes of his 
roundelay. 

To bring dirdie to a state of physical and 
mental delight such as will suggest song 
keep him always during the day in a light 
room. But at night let him be where it is 
dark, for too often birds exhaust them 
selves early in the season by singing at night 
as wellas by Gay, because they are deceived 
by the artificial light, thinking it to be @ay- 
time. 

Clean Dirdie’s cage every day, having, if 

possible, two cages, so that the feathered 


beauty may be transferred quickly from one 
to the other without being greatly disturbed 
by the ordeal of his daily house-cleaning. 

Do not allow his birdship to bathe too often 
incold weather. Oncea day is often enough 
at best and, when the weather is below Zero, 
let the bath be a very short one. Put the tub 
in the cage, half-flled with warm water. Let 
it remain tenor fifteen minutes, and if the 
bird does not offerto dip into it remove the 
bath until next me His birdshipjis an ex- 
cellent judge upon these matters. 

As a daily diet, day in and day out, give him 
pure dird-seed. And if he scatters it beyond 
all reason, try buying your bird seed at a dif- 
ferent store. It is probably musty. Once a 
Gay place a dit of the yolk of a hard-boiled 
ege in the cage and give him all the celery 
and lettuce he can eat. If you havea win- 
dow garden it is not a bad plan to place your 
pe among the. plants once in awhile and let 

im pick up an insect or two for change of 
diet. Plant a little grass seed, a few oats and 
a handful or hemp for birdie’s benefit. 

Let the drinking water in his cup be always 
cool, and see that his cage is carpeted with 
the finest white sand. 

A cuttle bone, an apple core, a pleceof egg 
shell and occasional lumps of sugar are 
among the things that make a bird’s life very 
pleasant to himself and to others. 

Give him, besides all these things, a neat 
little swing, a ball or two of wood, suspended 
by strings, and something at which he can 
pull and scold for his own amusement, and 
you have provided all the inspiration that 
birdie can desire for his sweetest, clea

It might be well if all slang were elimi- 
nated from writing and speaking, but 
would not this perfection seem at times a 
little monotonous?

We first endure, and then wo pass it round. 


Persons whose wrath has been aroused 
on hearing some new term in slang have 
at length become accustomed to it, and 
have finally used it themselves quite as 
freely as those around them. Not many 
years ago, it wasa shocking thing to hear 
a child spoken of as a kid. ‘‘Kid’’ is 
thieves’ slang. Yet to-day nothing is 
more common than to hear this word sub- 
stituted for ‘‘child.’’ Many proud and 
happy fathers speak lovingly of their 
„Kids,“ and there is nothing really bad 
about the word except its source. 
„Lambs“ might be better, but there are 
small boys so vigorous and mischievous 
that ‘‘lambs’’ becomes slightly inadequate 
when applied to them. 

It is in the mouth of beauty that slang is 
peculiarly horrifying. The young lady 
near the restaurant, who invited her fem- 
inine companion to crunch a bun and 
scald herself with some tea, spoke in 
kindnegs, and the aus wer, Well, I don’t 
mind throwing something into my head,’’ 
was sincere, but where is the properly 
brought up young man who would pot 
have fied in consternation on he aring such 
a dialogue? Under no circumstances 


should a girl ora woman use slang. Let | 


them chew gumif they really must, but 
alang is fatal. And let every man take 
care that he utters no slang in the presence 
of any fair one, be she young or old. In 
the rapidly changing fashions of her ward- 
robe womag may find enough of variety to 


keep her from spoiling. She may leave 
the variations in the verfiacular to the 
ruder sex. | 

In the rapid communication of news to 
daily newspapers there is 4 tendency, if 
not to slang, to short cuts in modes of ex- 
pression. Instead of being committed to 
jail, the offender ig ‘‘jailed.’’ The de- 
spairing man ‘‘gyicides,’’ to save space, 
and the defaulter, instead of absconding, 
‘‘skips.’’ The house is not entered by a 
burglar. It is *‘burglarized’’ or ‘‘bur- 
gled.’* Various other abbreviations calcu- 
lated to make the blood of the purist run 
cold have been resorted toin the name of 
newspaper economy, and may continue to 
be so used. 

In the olden days variety was obtained 
through a knowledge of Latin, and there 
was not so much slang. But every edu- 
cated person was mouthing or writing 
Latin, which must have been nearly as bad 
as our slang of the presentday. Ifaman 
wanted to say Let her go, Gallagher, 
he had some Latin equivalent for this 
forceful expression; and there was no 
doubt some convenient Latin which was 
understood as meaning Get there, Eli.“ 
It is possible that a reaction will some day 
throw slang entirely out, but it is just now 
in large use, and we must now and then 
utter a word of warning againet it,

WHAT DID IT? 

Comments on the election indicate that 
the result wasa surprise both to individ- 
uals who were close observers of the can- 
vass and to the press.

THE NEW COMET. 


It Can Pe Seen With the Naked fre 
Where to Look for It. 


The evening sky now boasts the rare sight 
of a comet which may de discovered by the 
naked eye, and which is an interesting 
object in an opera- glass or aspy-glass. It 
was discovered by Mr. Holmes, an astrono- 
mer, on Nov. g and the information was tele- 


graphed to ‘the observatories, The Lick 
astronomers} began observing it, and they 
pronounce it a unique object in some re- 
spects, 

The comet is situated in an interesting part 
of the heavens, near stars, which enable an 
amateur to pick it up without difficulty. The 
planet Jupiter will serve as a starter“ for 
the search. Jupiter is the 
now shining 80 gloriously 0 
southeast about balf-way up to the zenith, 
at 8 H clock in the evening. Almost directly 
above Jupiter is a large quadrilateral— 
the famous Square Of Pegasus. The 
star Algenib is in the head 
Andromeda. Somewhat to the south of 
Algenib ts the star marked Delta. It is of the 
third magnitude, and is a Deautiful and easy 

‘double.’ A little to the west and above Deita 
is a faint star, and it is Dear this star thatthe 
comet may be seen.

English Churchmen Want the Holy 
Supulchre. 


A MOVEMENT ON FOOT TO SECURE ITS 
PURCHASE. 


The Present Site Not Belisved to Be the 
True One—-A Movement to Buy the 
Actual Site Headed by the Archbishop 
of Canterbury—Difficulties to Be Over- 


come. 


Lorpowr, Nov. 12.—In years bygone blood 
vas epilied like water by Christian nations to 
obtain possession of the holy sepulcher at 
Jerusalem. Crusade after crasade went 
forth, and Syria and Palestine were drenched 
with the bicod of those who spent their lives 
to wrestthe tomb of Christ from Moslem 
hands and of those whostrove to keep the 
Christians out. Atone time one party was 
successful, at another the other, but the fol- 
lowers of Mohammed held out the longest 
and are still in possession of the holy 
tomb, while the crusades became only a 
memory. Nothing would seem more improb- 
able than that they should be revived, but 
the improbable sometimes happens. A short 
time ago the railroad from Jaffa to Jerusa- 
lem was opened, and now a movement is on 
foot in England, headed by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury and a number of other Anglican 
Bishops having forits object the regaining 
of the Holy Sepulchre. As in the days of old 
the church is appealing to the laity for aid, 
Dut the new crusade is partly nineteenth 
century in its character. Not by steel 
but by gold do the leaders of the 
mineteenth century crusade seek to gain 
their end, and they ask for the dollars, not 
forthe arms of their followers. An appeal 
is made for funds to purchase the site of the 
tomb of Christ from the Sultan, and large 
gubdscriptions have already been received, 
What is sought to be purchased is not the 
spot to which pilgrims have resorted for so 
many years, for the Palestine Exploration 
Committee has come to the conclusion that 
the spot covered by the famous split marble 
slab is not the tomb of Christ 
at all. Ihe true sepulchre is 
now believed to be outside of the 
city wall, and near the Damascus gate, and 
it is this which the Archbishop of Canterbury 
desires to purchase. 

While the difficulties to be encountered by 
the modern crusaders are not the same as 
those which confronted King Richard, it 1s

LABOR LORE. 


New Orleans Labor Troubles Nearing Ad- 


justment—Homestead Affairs. 

New ORLEANS, La., Nov. 12.—The adjust- 
ment of the troubles existing between the 
labor organizations and the merchants of 
this city was effected yesterday, and the 
aspectin business circles showeda decided 
change this morning. Indications to-day 
in and around the commercial centers 
were not suggestive by any means 
of the tremendous strike that has prevalled 
in the Orescent City for the past three weeks. 
Although many of the men who joined in the 
strike when it was Inaugurated were not re- 
instated in their old positions, things 
passed off very quietly, business is ro- 
sumed and one could scarcely be con- 
vinced that New Orleans has just sustained 
one of the most pronounced losses ever 
chronicled in her history. The Arbitration 
Committee consummated an agreement on 
hours and wages and with the exception of 
the few closed-out men the laborers are 
quite satisfied. The Union men made a 
desperate strugele to have organized labor 
recognized, but seeing the determination of 
the merchants and the action of the Gov- 
ernor to protect life and property they finaly 
concluded to surrender and last night appli- 
cations filed for old positions were very nu- 
merous. The Various milltary companies 
called on for duty were dismissed. Atrip 
to the different railroad freight depots and 
steamboat landings showed to-day that the 
Strikers had gone to work witha vimand 
clearedaway the accumulations of four or 
five days’ receipts in a short while. 


STRIKERS RETURNING TO WORK. 
HOMESTFAD, Pa., Nov. 12.—Another seri- 
ous break in the ranks of the locked: out men 
is almost certain to occur on Mon- 
day next, The mill officers re- 
port that eighteen of the old employes 
applied for work yesterday and 


were given employment. It is stated em- 
phatically that about twenty of the old men 
will return to work Monday. Even with this 
expected desertion the main body of the 
Strikers remain steadfast and the pros- 
pect of a stampede is very remote, 
The mill officers state that the 
largest run by the non-union hands was 
made last night in the converting depart- 
meut. It is said that forty heats were made, 
which is the dest since the shut-down. 
To-day was pay-day at the mill and about 
$75,000 in wages was paid out. There are 
now but Eurty-three deputy’ § sheriffs 
doing guard duty. The regular Saturday 
meeting of the locked-out men was held this 
afternoon as usual bat was without incident, 
On Monday next the non-union men will be 
puton tonnage workings instead of being 
paid by the day. The cause for this change 
can only be surmised.

PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 


OFFICE OF 
Sr. LOUIS PPOVIDENT ASSOCIATION. 
Nov. 1. 1892. 


It ie my privilege tn behalf of the Board of wirec- 
tors of the St. Louis Provident Association to pre- 
sent to its members and to the citizens of St. Louis 
in general the annual repsrt of their transactions. 

The relief work of the association is exhibited in 
the accompanying report of the Superintendent, 
who, we take occasion to say, bas performed the 
duties of his office faithful and efficiently. We 
ask more than acursory examination of that report. 
It is self-explenatory, but we would emphasize 
ite significance as showing the scope of the 
beneficent work of our association — the 
aged cared for, the widow befriended, the sick min- 
istered unto, refuge for orpharm childrera fourd, and 
multiplied forms of misfortune and distress re- 
lieved. Such results reported from year to year are 
both the exponentand thecredentiais of the mis- 
sion ofthe association, justifying its claims to con- 
tinued existence and generous support. During the 

ast year relief has been given in alms to 1.751 

amilies, composed of 5,883 persons. It deserves 
special notice, and, indeed, hasbeen a surprise to 
ourselves, that so large anamount of aid has been 
givenatsuch comparatively small cost, amounting 
to only $12,541.50. This is on an average of a frac- 
tion over $7 to the family, which we find is as small 
as exists in the best governed charitable institutions 
of the country and accredits our established reputa- 
tion for eeonomical administration of relief. 

This is our thirty-second annual report, and there 
is very general knowledge of the 1 — of the 
asseciation, and it is very gratifying to know tne 
public confidence in the wisdom and integrity of its 
management. Inmthelarge annual inflow of 14 — 
tion, however, we find need of restatement from 
time to time of its principles and objects. 

RELIEF WORK. 

Relief is dispensea without distinction of nation- 
ality, color orcreed. The association charges itself 
with temporary reliefof actual and deserving need 
in aliceses coming to its knowledge; but, looking 
beyond temporary relief, its primary object and ulti- 
mate aim is the permanent improvement 
of the condition of the poor; its 
design, to elevate their moral and 
physical condition, and relief of their necessities 
secondary and subsidiary. This is a eardinel princi- 
ple of true charity. The disregard and viqlation of 
it creates more poverty than it relieves; ud, in- 
deed, is the parent and prolific cause ef mendicancy 
and perpetuates the race of professional beg- 
gars. It is, therefore, our seduious endeavor 
guard against the demoralizing tenden- 
cies of unintelligent and ismdiscriminate almse- 
giving. It is bard to have asked alms and maintain 
self-respect; and once the line of dependence is 
crossed there is natural and inevitable tendency to 
rapid descent from even unavoidableand honest 
poverty to shameless and chronic pauperism. Our 
rules are framed to counteract this tendency. These 
rules, with their meaning and aim, are embracea in 
the following directory for relief-giving. 

REGULATIONS. 

1. Investieation before help. By this means the 
deserving poor are fully ascertained; imposture is 
detected and exposed; and the causes of need dis- 
covered and direction given to the appropriate rem- 
edy. For such uses we request the public to send ail 
applicants to our office. Un this subject 
we nd occasion to repeat what 
was said in our last annual report: 
After the most urgent and oft-repeated appeals to 
our citizens to cease giving to all street beggars and 
that roving, worthless class who,from the begin- 
ning to the end of the year, do no work, but beg 
from door to door, thus eking outa miserable exis- 
tence, we are satisfied that bat little, if any heed has 
been given to what we have d on this sub- 
ject. You alone can stop 
practice, and we again appeal 
to place your money with 
A nt Association, thereby putting the res ponsi- 
bility of dealing with these people upon this organi- 
zation, Ww duty it is and who, al

ADMINISTRATION. 

In the foregoing sketch of the aims and operations 
of our association it will be observed, we are sure, 
that its plans and policy are not only wisely de- 
termined, but are essential constituents of charity 
organization. To give them practical effect and 
value, it is obvious, there is need of large and 
skilled administrative force. The vast accumulation

Particulariy,in view of 

the contemplated enlargement of the scope of our 

operations, there is need of a general manager, and 

the services of Dr. T. M. Finney bave been secured 

in that positien. There is also need ofa general 

office centrally located, conveniently accessible toa 

large portien of the community having business with 

the association. .The office has been established at 

625 Locust street and will be occupied by the gen- 
eral manager. 

FINANCES 

Tn all the history of the Association its financial 
management has been prudentand safe. Up to this 
date, — 2 a period of thirty-two years, the to- 
tal amount of expenditure has been $551,820.52, 
and has ministered relief to 50.000 families among 
the poor, consisting of about 180,000 persons. Upon 
the ground of ever-existing need and the value of its 
besefaction, the Association makes it a field 
for money to Carry en its work. Ite operations from 
yess to year are measured by the extent of the char- 

table contributions of our eitizens. The associa- 
tion is only the almoneref their bounty, and they 
determine what heed shali be given to the cry of the 
poor and what done for their moral elevation. With 
the increase of population, there is increase of pov- 
erty. making a demand for money, and from year to 
ear more money. this time especial- 
y. need of increased contri- 
butions. From funds we have 
been unavdle to supply some facilities for our work 
very much needed. We hope to be furnished with 
the necessary funds for the purpose without further 
delay Our annual contributors are therefore 
earnestly requested to ſuerease their subscriptions, 
and those who have not heretofore helped our fund 
we trust will emroll themselves among the members 
and patrons of our Association.

THE SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 
Supt. W. J. Clarke's report for the year 
ending Nov. 1, 1892, says: 


A large increase in the sumber of families aided, 
is shown, {nvolving additional labors, which has 
faxed to the utinost the ability and resources of the 
department. This increase is owing largely to 
prevalent sickness among the poor during the past 
year, which comstitutes an urgent call for relief 
and, especially in the case of the bread winzers o 
the family, makes it imparative. 

The statistical table, however, it is to be said, 
does not represent fully the amount and results of 
our relief work; in its prosecution there is much un- 
classified help rendered.’ Among these special 
charities are the gratuitous services of the two 
medical societies and a number of our city physi- 
cians whe have attended 204 sick families 
at our request, making 46 many as 722 
professional visits, and we are indebted to many 
druggists for medicines free of charge or furnished 
at low rates. Free treatment in private hospitals 
has been obtained for fourteen persons, There have 
been many cases of extreme emergency, not sus- 
ceptible of relief dy our usual method ef family sup- 

lies only, and relief in those cares has 

een liven as being imperatively required. 
We lave assisted 124 applicants in 
finding employment, and many families were 
A relieved by removing the cause of their 

istress. Transportation has been furnished or 
procured for twenty-four persons atter having ob- 
tained satisfactory assurance that their condition 
would be greatly improved by the ae nge. Homes 
in private families have been obtained fora number 
of children and for many more in the several orphan 
asylums of the city; they were taken from the 
streetéand slums and are now comfortably pro- 
vided for, 

Families who applied for aid last winter were 
systematicaliy visited — the summer, their 
habits of life were studied and advice given them 
respecting their home life and habits of temperance, 
industry, economs and laying wp savings for the 
future incnlcated, seeking thus to create a senti- 
ment of respect, self-reliance and independence. 

The experience of the past year has deepened 
the conviction of the delicate and difficult task of 
administering alms judiciously; in the varied forms 
of want and distress some are peculiarly perpiexing, 
Among them ie the case of deserted wives of wnom 
a relief society officer says mrst truly ' They are 
the wives of roviog .vagabonds,’’ because, 
they establish themselves in decent 
rooms, the course 0 the family 
returns rnd either destroys what his 
wife has secured, or, by his presence, prevents her 
receiving the help she needs from socicties or 
friends. A — husband presents a similar 
problem, how, without the intervention of the law, 
to treat the case aud preserve the wife and chiluren 
from suffering. 

Amidst the repulsive aspect of squalidand often 
vicious poverty and the perplexity. of dealing with 
it there is, however, a reverse side of honest and 
deserving poor and the profound satisfaction of 
ministering to their need. In this classification the 
patrons of the association doubtless will share ana 
esteem it an ample recompense of the generosity that 
ithas brought comfort to the homes ef worthy poor 
and cheer to their hearts. 

Besides the aid furnisned by the medical societies, 
hospitals and physicians, and others heretofore 
mentioned, and for which we return grateful ac- 
knowledgmeut, we make also grateful mention of 
the kindly interest and aid given by members of 
Epworth League and Chrisiian ndeavor Societies 
and to whom we are indebted for over half of 
the second-hand clothin distribiited 
us during the past year. e are glad to be in- 
formed that they will contigue this charitable work 
during the year upon which we have entered. We 
make like acknowicdgment also tothe railroads and 
express Companies for valuable favors continy 
from year to year.

SUICIDES. 


A Police Officer Sends a Bullet Orashing 
Through His Brain. 

New York, Nov. 12.—Policeman Isaac 
Dewitt Coleman of the West Thirtieth Street 
Station killed himself yesterday morning 
while on post at Seventh avenue, between 
Thirty-eighth and Thirty-ninth streets, 
by sending a bullet through his brain. 
‘When the squad turned out Coleman 


was apparently cheerful and walked as far as 
Seventh avenue and Thirtieth street with 
several brother officers. Roundsman Shields 
left the station- house about 8 o’clock to make 
his tour. Half an hour later he reached 
Coleman’s post. He looked for the police- 
man, but couldn’t find him. It was 4:45 
o’clock when the roundsman, turning the 
corner of Thirty-ninth street, came face to 
face with the truant officer. 

„Well, Coleman, where have you been?“ 
inquired Shields. 

Coleman looked dazed and did not reply, 
and the roundsman went on: [ have spent 
an hour looking for you. Have you any ex- 
planation to make?’’ 

Coleman did not reply, but after gazing in- 
tently at his superior for a few moments, 
walked silently away. Shields made up his 
mind to report the man’s absence from his 
post, and resumed his round of duty. Three- 
quarters of an hour later a pistol shot 
rang out, and policemen running to 
the spot found Coleman lying on the side- 
walk. Hedied on the way to the hospital. 
He was regarded as a good officer and only 
a few small complaints had been lodged 
against him. For some time he had been de- 
spondent. He had been sick and for weeks 
had been a victim of insomnia. It is thought 
that this, combined with the fact that he was 
in danger of having a complaint lodged 
against him for absence from his post caused 
him to commit the desperate deed. 


TOOK MORPHINE. 

GAINESVILLE, Tex., Nov, 12.—Henry Me- 
Glasson, a traveling man from Sherman, 
made a desperate attempt at suicide last 
night in the Linday House. That he is alive 
is owing to the fact that Mr. Carter 
Townly accidentally saw him taking 
twoand three-fourths grains of morphine. 


McGlasson was in the wash room, and Mr. 
Townly was standing in the office when he 
saw McGlasson putthe drug to his mouth, 
He rushed towards him, but had only gonea 
step when McGlasson drew a gun and 
checked his course. McGlasson, after swal- 
lowing the drug, went out into the 
yard and Mr. Townly went in search of offi- 
cers. He met Officers Bowlingand Rossan, 
who accompanied him back to the hotel. 
The officers waited in the back yarda few 
momeuts till McGlasson went into 

wash - room. He was followed 
by the officers. He ran his 
hand down in his pocket and Officer Bowling 
caught his arm and drew his hand from the 
pocket. In the hand was a two ounce bottle 
of nitric acid. Dr. Post was summoned and 
worked with him untilafter night, when he 
was pronounced to be out of danger. This 
morning he left on the 9:30 train, presumably 
for Sherman. 


SHOT HIMSELF. 

New York, Nov. 12.—At 2 o’clock this 
morning a watchman in East One Hundred 
and Thirty-fourth street, near St. Ann’s uve- 
nue, found a young man lying in the street 
with a revolver clasped in his hand. Police- 
man Nicholson was called and sent for an 
ambulance. Before the ambulance 


arrived the stranger said his name was 
Christy Popp, 21 years old, and that he lived 
at 774 Greenwich street.

CASUALTIES 


Terrific Powder Explosion—Windows 


Blown Out a Mile Distant. 

NIAGARA FAaLus, N. V.. Nov. 12.—There was 
a terrific explosion of blasting powder here 
this morning in the magazine used dy Doug- 
lass & Johnson, tunnel buiiders. The powder 
exploded at 10 o’clock with disastrous effect. 
John Hobson, master mechanic of all the 
immense works of these contractors, was 
killed and William Wier, an engineer, 
and Sherman De Smith (colored), a 
fireman, were badly cut about the face, 
and body. Hobson was found lifeless with a 
fearful gash in his throat at the foot ofa 
large pile of rocks. He had started to run 
from the boiler-house when the explosion 
occurred, and he was picked up and hurled 
some fifty feet. It is thought his throat 
was torn by a sharp piece of rock. 
The other men, Wier and De Smith, were 
fleeing for their lives when struck by flying 
pieces of timber and rock. Their condition is 
serious but not necessartly fatal. Those who 
were inthe various buildings on the canal 
— injury except from the terrible 
shock. 

For a distance ofa mile around windows, 
sashes, etc., were blown out. Dishes on 
shelves were scattered, and in one house 
a little baby was rendered un- 
conscious from shock. The employes in 
and about the canal and tunnel works had 
man marrow escapes.

States Senate become vacant. The control 
of these Senatorial vacancies was at stake in 
the recent presidential election and it Is now 
evident that the Democratic party has cap- 
tured enough Vacancies to insure its suprem- 
acy inthe Senate regardless of almost any 
possible combinations between the Kepubil- 
ans and Populiste, Assuming that Mon- 
tana, California and Wyoming will send 
Democratic Senators here, the Dem- 
rats at the beginning of the 
Fifty-thira Congress would have 
as may Senators as the Republicans 
and Populists combined and thus would be 
die to organize the Senate by the vote of 
Vice- President-elect Steveuson. It is reason- 
ably certain that the Democrats can rely 
upon the support of some of the Top- 
list Senators in thelr projects, whether for 
the removal of the present force of Republl- 
fan employesor the revision of the tariff, 
Of the twenty five Senatorial seats vacant 
March 4, 1893, the Democrats will name the 
occupants of thirteen, the Republicans of 
pine and the Populists of three, one being 
Senator Stewart of Nevada, who has gone 
from the Republican party. The 
Democrats lose no seats they now 
hold and gain five from the Repub- 
licans, one each ip California, Montana, 
New York, Wisconsin and Wyoming. The 
Populists gain Senators from the Republicans 
besides Senator 
Stewart in Nevada, who will succeed himself.

TARIFF REFORM. 


PROBABLE ACTION OF THE INCOMING DEMO- 
CRATIC CONGRESS. 

New Tonk, Nov. 12:—Peter B. Worrall of 

the firm of Fred Butterfield 4 Co., an im- 


porter, who bas been intimately associated 
with the Congressmen and Senators who 
have been most active in the fight for tariff 
reform, said to-day in discussing the question 
of how the Democrats will proceed in red uc- 
ing the tariff: 

her will proceed conservatively. I be- 
lieve thatan extra session of Congress wiil 
be called as soon as Mr. Cleveland has been 
inaugurated for the purpose of dealing with 
the tariff. The people are so impatient of 
the Mekinley act that tuey will brook no 
delay. I don't think that act will be dealt 
with by amendments, 
measure will be repealed anda new law en- 
acted, made up probably fromthe Mills and 
springer bills. Among the features of the 
tariff? wlll be free wool. On woolen goods I 
look for an adivalorem duty of about 40 per 
cent, in lieu of the McKinley duty of 44 cents 
a pound and 50 per cent ad valorem. But 
even if the tarifm be taken up at 
a special session in March, Ishould not look 
for a new tarif to de put in operation before 
Jan. 1 of next year. To put it in operation 
earlier would be tnjudicious, in my opinion. 
The basiness community needs a little time 
in which to prepare for the impending 
change.’’ 

V alter Stanton, who was President of the 
Cleveland and Stevenson Wholesale Dry 
Goods Club, said: Any Democratis free to 
assert with confidence that they will repeal 
the McKinley tariff in toto and enact a totally 
new measure. To modify the present law 
by amendments into conformity with the 
Democratic. conception of a proper 
tariff would be a most inadvisable if not im 
possible attempt. The people are sosick of 
icKinieyism that they want tosee every 
vestige of it removed from the statute books 
at the earliest moment. No tinkering of 
the »cKiniey act, a clean sweepof it, and 
then a new creation. We want a 
new tariff based upon an enlightened, 
disinterested, patriotic study of what is best 
for the people as a whole. Conclusions de- 
rived from such a ee will, I believe, dic- 
tate a tariff which shall impose no duties on 
raw material and shall 
revenue for the government in two 
ways, first by imposing such duties 
as inay seem advisable for the protection of 
American labor, and second by the imposi- 
tion of duties designed to extend a moderate, 
réasonable protection to vested interests. It 
will be the harder to find out just how much 

rotection labor really needs and just 

ow much protection vested interests 
really need, because our manufac- 
turers under the hampering 
influence of the high protective system have 
been converted into such negligent, shiftless, 
inefficient business men that their ex peri- 
ence is valueless for throwing light 
on 8 points. This incompetency 
is fact to be considered, and 
one which complicates the whole problem,

HE LED THE GANG WHICH ROBBED TRE 
BOYLSTON BANK IW 1869. 


A Haul Which Netted $400,000 in Money 
and Securities and $100,000 in Dia- 
monds—He Has Since Lived Like « 
Prince in London~Will Probab'y Be 
Extradited. 


Boston, Mass., Nov. 12.—The arrest of 
Adam Worth by the authorities in Belgium 
for the theft of a sealed package which is re- 
ported to have contained upwards of $300,000 
worth of banking securities brings to the end 
of his rope one of the most daring and bold 
est criminals the world has ever known, 

He it was who twenty-five years ago 
planned the robbery of the Boylston Bank in 
this city, by which he aud his gang secured 
$500,000, and, though every effort has been 
made to bring hin to justice, it has proved 
futile untilnow. The authorities here and 
at Washington have been in correspondence 
on the matter withthe Judge of Instruction 
at Lie go, and it is expected that ere long he 
will be extradited to stand trial for his crimes 
of nearly a quarter of a century ago. 

The Boylston Bank was robbed on the night 
of Nov, 29, 1869. Its office was in the old 
Boylston Market buliiding, one filght up from 
the street, and the room adjacent was a 
barber shop. Worth and his gang, most 
prominent of whom was ‘‘Charley’’ Ballard, 
had for months been planning a robbery of 
the old fashtoned vault, which in those days 
was considered the strongest in the country 
and positively burglar proof. 

Worth was tbe head in all the planning, 
and had at that time quite a sum of money 
that he had gained in previous exploits, Heit 
was who conceived the plan of getting at the 
vault from this adjoining room. He bought 
out the barber and installed Ballard in the 
place, fitting it up for the sale of California 
wines and bitters merely as a cloak. 

There was a partition in the shop whieh, to 
all appearances, was substantial, but the 
rohbers made it movable, so that it could be 
placed in any position at night where it 
would shield them from view while at work. 

For several weeks Worth and Bullard were 
engaged in securing measurement, and 
watching the cashier and directors to ascer- 
tain when the most money was Kept in the 
vault. Meantimethe other three members 
of the gang made frequent visits to the store, 
ostensibly for purchasing wines and bitters 
of their pals. 

After gaining all the information they de- 
sired, and verifying their measurement to 
such a degree of accuracy that they knew 
where the weakest spots in the vault were, 
they set to work early on Saturday evening, 
soon after the closing of the Dank, and it was 
after daybreak on Sunday morning before 
they had accomplished their object.

Irregularities in the Methods Pursued by 

en Federal Supervisor of Elections 

. Fitch Says the Office fhould Be 

* Has Failed as a Means 
of Detecting or Preventing Frauds. 


New York, Nov. 12.—A rumor to the effect 
that John I. Davenport, Federal Ohief Super- 
visor of Elections, had taken alarm at the 
result ot the elections and that he 
signed without waiting to de investi- 
gated ran through the corridors of the Post- 
office building yesterday afternoon. Mr, 
Davenport was seen last evening at the 
Union League Clubs 

He said with great emphasis: ‘‘I haven’? 
offered my resignation and I dont intend to 
offer it. I'll stay until I’m legislated ont of 
office. If they want me to get out they'll 
have to repeal the enactment by which I was 
appointed.’’ 

Congressman Ashbel P. Fitoh was asked 
last night what results had been accom- 
plished by the Congressional Committee ap- 
pointed to investigate the Federal election 
supervision lawas applied in this city by 
Ohief Supervisor of Elections John 'I. Daven- 
port. He sald: The investigation is not yet 
entirely complete, There was asub-commit- 
tee appointed to take evidence on election 
day, and that sub-committee Is still engaged 
in preparing its minutes for its report at the 
next meeting. 
mittee has found that the bills which Mr, 
Davenport has presented to the Government, 
and upon which he has obtained money, 
are many of them charged for cases in which 
no particulars are given except the names of 
the alleged defendants, In making out these 
bills he has exercised great ingenuity in the 
matter of itemizing. There is much other 
evidence of an interesting character in re- 
gard to these accounts of Mr. Davenport, and 
if the committee had been able to do nothing 
else than to expose the character of these ac- 
counts we should feel as if we bad accom- 
plished our mission. 

The other evidence ig of still greater value, 
because it shows the absolute uselessness of 
Federal supervision as a preventive of crime. 
Since the Harrison Administration came in 
Mr. Davenport has hada United States Dis- 
trict Attorney of his own party, who ts cer- 
tainly wholly and entirely competent to 
prosecute any offenders whom Mr. Daven- 
port could detect or arrest, 

Nevertheless, in this period Mr. Daven- 
port has been paid by the United States Gov- 
ernment for services in various capacities 
in which he has acted about $108,000. Du 
this period he has arrested hundreds 
persons, 

The net result of all his work to about 
two weeks ago has been the indictment for 
offenses against the registration und election 
laws of four persons, Of these four two 
have been acquitted on trial and of the other 
two the United States Judge suspended sen- 
tence in one case without punishment and in 
the other refused to sentence to imprison- 
ment and merely Imposed a fine.

SETTLED AT LAST. 


Noted Damage Suit Disposed of Out of 
the Courts. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 12.—The noted 
damage suit of Stockbridge vs. the Richmond 
& Danville Rallroad for $6,000 damage has 
been settied out of court. The settle- 
ment wasa compromise, by the terms of 
which the railroad company will pay Mr. 
Stockbridge $22,000. 

The plaintiff in the suit, Sylvester L. Stock- 
bridge, wasa Baltimore attorney. He took 
a Richmond & Danville trainfor Richmond 
one day in April, 1888, near Clifton, Va.; the 
engine jumped the track on a curve and the 
train rolled down anembankment in Opes 
Head Creek. Mr. Stockbridge received seri- 
ous injuries, from the result of which his left 
side was permanently paralyzed. He brought 
suit for $100,000 damages. The case was 
tried in the Circuit Court 01 
the district before Justice Cox. Mr. Stock- 
bridge declared that bis injuries prevented 
him from practicing his profession, which 
yielded bim $8,000a year. Ihe company held 
that the accident occurred through no fault 
of its agents. After atrial lasting eight 
days the jury returned a verdict giving the 
plaintiff ' damages. ‘Ihe case was ap-

In the 
modernization of the Argentine—that is to 
say,in the great progressive movement of 
the past twenty years—England nas found 
the capital and Latin Europe has provided 
the workers. 

From 1800 onward the Argentines passed 
through a long period of revolutions until 
1852, when the nation seemed at length to 
have achieved pacific possession of its do- 
mains; but being still without the practical 
and self-reliant spirit of democracy, it sought 
support and an example for its future history 
in the past experience of the United States. 
Thus the text of the American Constitution 
and its federative doctrines were adopted 
and the great political heroes and juriscon- 
sults of the United States acquired new ad- 
mirers and new disciples south of the Equa- 
tor. The modern Argentine Republic found 
its salvation in imitation, Dut the salvation 
has not been complete, because the imitation 
of North American institutions has been in 
the letter rather than in the spirit. 

Since 1880 there has no longer been any 
question about national unity. In virtue ofa 
constitutional pact the confederate prov- 
inces have submitted to the same civil, com- 
mercial, penal and political law. Buenos 
Ayres is the national capital, and the seat of 
the national executive, legislative and judl- 
cial power, while each province or state re- 
tains its autonomy. Theoretically, the Ar- 
gentine Constitution is excellently drawn up 
with a view to preventing the preponderance 
of any one wheel inthe mechanism and par 
ticularly with a view to restraining the 
power and influence of the President, who 1s 
supposed to be nothing more than the chief 
of the cabinet, elected fora fixea number of 
years, and charged with presiding over the 
execution of the jaws and treaties which the 
nation elaborates and votes by means of its 
representatives. 

Ihe ideal ofthe Argentine Constitution 1s 
the same asthat of the Constitution of the 
United States. Both make the President a 
responsible head of acabinet, assisted by 
five ministers or irresponsible secretaries, 
who can be interpellated on their conduct in 
the Chambers without the vote of the Cham- 
ber exercising any influence on their port- 
folios. These six personages, who constitute 
the ensemble of the executive power, have 
numerous attributions, but none of an inde- 
peudent character. Every attribution has 
its break, safeguard or counterpolse. 

If the letter and the spirit of the Argen- 
tine Constitution were observed, the ideal 
would be attained. The authors of the Con- 
stitution, as if foreseeing that this would not 
be the case, and feeling thatthe election of 
the President is the most dangerous one, 
have endeavoredto make it the most com- 
plicated. The result is that the presidential 
election isthe beginning and end, and the 
incessant preoccupation of the whole politi- 
cal ute of the country, and at the 
same time the cause of the an- 
nihilation of all poiltical life in the 
true sense of the words, because the vote of 
the citizen is suppressed, and by that initial 
fuct the whole mechanism is falsified. Nev- 
ertheless, in ali local elections, including 
those of the Governors of provinces, which 
are renewed every three years, those of the 
provincial Chambers, and those of the Depu- 
ties and Senators of the National Congress, 
the object in view is always the future elec- 
tion of the President of the republic, how. 
ever distant it may be, 

The mechanism of the presidential election 
in the Argentine works as follows: The Pres- 
ident is elected for six years, and is installed 
on Oct. 12, the anniversary of the discovery 
of America. The last year of a presidential 
term is one of elections. On Feb. 12 are ro- 
newed a third part of the Senators and Depu- 
ties of the National Congress, which will say 
the last word in the election of the new Pres-

The great priv- 
llege coveted js that of handling the public 
funds. As may well be imagined, an election 
inthe Argentine is not only a long but a 
costly affair, both for the candidates and for 
the local committees. Who provides the 
money? *Who pays the bills? The opposition 
candidate must be prepared to risk his fur- 
tune and hiscredit. Asfor the Government 
candidate—thatistosay,the candidate pat- 
ronized by the retiring President—the nation 
pays through the national bank, which, 
opens credit in exchange for the promise of 
future influence. The Government candidate 
thus has an immense advantage over the op- 
position candidate, whose friends and bank- 
ers are inevitably less puisSint than the na- 
tional! banksandthecombined administrative 
organization ofthe whole country, — — 
ing, of course, that the outgolag President 
holds the machine well inhand. In any case 
the presidential election causes the spending 
of money in newspapers, Canvassing agents, 
banquets, bribery, and what not; but the 
whole affair amounts to a question of per- 
sons, and never of principles. Ihe elector is 
ignored, inasmuch as the votes are not 
counted, and the electoral lists are simply 
made out by the Governor of the province in 
accordance with the requirements of the pre- 
arranged combination. In short, the Tres 
dent is omnipotent, and pectin | names 
his successor, just as the provincial gov 
ernors name their successors. 

Such being the case, and such the condl- 
tions of political life, refeem can only be dis- 
tant. Even supposing that an honest Pres!i- 
dent be electe l, he may refrain from appro- 
priating millions sterling himself, but how 
can he control his entourage? How can one 
or even a few honest men cure the mass of 
their creole countrymen of thei? traditional 
and secular dishonesty? 

In practice, the continuous political per- 
turbation above referred to, which is the 
normal state of South American republics, 
rarely affects the nation more than super- 
ficially, so far as concerns the pub- 
lic peace. In the capitals there is a certain 
amount of agitation. In the provincial cen- 
ters the agitation is confined to a small 
circle. The great mass of the population, 
scattered over #mmense areas, remains in- 
different and absorbed in labor or vegetative 
pastoral existence. 

In point of fact, no great reform movement 
is kel to manifest itself in the Argentine. 
One might even go so far as to say that the 
moral sense of the nation is so blunted that 
it will require years to comprehend the les- 
sons Of the late revolution and the terrible 
financial crisis through which the Argentine 
has so recently passed.

Dran Sin—I beg to acknowledge receipt of your 
favor of the lith inst., in which you advise me that 
the Joint Committee of Streets and Pubiic Bulidings 
have recommended Dy a majority vote the approval 
of the plans of the Union Depot Co. as presented to 
the board of Public Improvements. 

You further advise me that, notwithstanding such 
approval, the Street Department will not permit to 
be placed on the fifteen feet referred to the towers 
which support the north end of the roof of the porte 
cochere, the surface of which roof serves as aplat- 
form or landing to foot passengers who approach | 
the depot by the cireular walk. 

In reply, beg to say that we recognize your au- 
thority in that regard. and shall not erect these 
towers within the prohibited line. But I deem it my 
duty at the same tiine to respectfully advise you that 
without these towers there can be no porte cochere 
and no foot approach, as designed, and that this ac- 
commodation to the public will have to await the 


pleasure of the city. We shall construct everything 
according to our plans aud sitopat the fifteen-ioot 
line with whatever stubs of masonry may then ap- 
pear. If then, besides the unsightly appearance, 
the — will not be able to reach the depot except 
at the basement and carriages cannot approach it 
undercover, it will not be our fault. Yours very 
respectfully, Wm.

A SUPPLEMENTAL ORDINANCE. 

In speaking of the matter yesterday Maj. 
Murphy said: As the matter now stands 
and in view of the position taken by the 
Street Department, I suppose that the Board 
of Public Improvements will refuse to sanc- 
tion the plans submitted when they meet on 
Tuesday next. What the depot company 
willl probably do will be to get a supple- 
mentary ordinance passed by the Council, 
giving them the power to do as they wish in 
the erection of the proposed towers. Under 
the present ordinance the Street Depart- 
ment and not the Boara of Pudlic Improve 
ments has control of the fifteen-foot strip.“ 

Had the matter been left tothe Doard it is 
very improbable that they would have 
reached a conclusion favorable to the Union 
Depot Co. Water Commissioner Holman, 
who was indisposed and unable to attend the 
last meeting of the joint committee, would 
have the deciding vote, and as far as could be 
learned be would most probably join Com- 
missioners Burnet and Southard in advocat- 
ing the refusal ofthe board to sanction the 
plans. 


New Sprinkling Territory. 


The sprinkling ordinance introduced in the 
House of Delegates by Speaker Ward on 
Friday night provides for the sprinkling of 
440 miles of the improved streets of the city 
for the year 1893. As compared with the 


present year this represents an increase of 
thirty-one miles Of streets to be sprinkied, 
which is in Keeping with the percentage of 
the increase for the past ve years. Some 
four miles of street that have been sprinkled 
this year were omitted from the schedule, on 
the ground that they were mostly dirt roads 
along which few houses were built. ‘the 
following are the new streets aaded to 
sprinkling list, 1898:

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EL EOTION EFFECTS. 


Results of Tuesday's Verdict as Seen in 
Wall Street. 
SOME OF THE INDUSTRIAL STOCKS SUF. 
FERED IN THE DEALINGS, 


But the Decline in Value Has Not Been 
Great or General—Reading’s Affairs 
Stil Engrossing Atteution—Efforts to 
Reduce Accamulations of Anthracite— 
A New Deal—Financial Review. 


New Yoru, Nov. 12.—A week ago financiers 
were speculating as to the effects upon the 
money and security markets of the election 
of either of the presidential candidates. 
Now that the election isathing of the past, 
and itisknown that the administration and 
both houses of Congress will be Democratic, 
financiers are still speculating on the effects 
The three days following a national election 
do not constitute a sufficient period from 
which can be judged the real feeling of the 
financial community over the results of the 
election. On Wednesday the room traders 
reigned supreme and rattied down prices 
with a great deal of energy. The following 
day was devoted to buying back the stocks 
sold on Wednesday. Yesterday’s dealings 
had somewhat more significance, as an equil- 
librium bad been established aad the excite- 
ment of partisans bad cooled. At the same 
time everybody knows how little any one 
day’s operations in stocks are to be depended 
upon as indicating conditions. But for the 
sake of discussion it will do take yesterday’s 
business asan indication of the feeling in 
financial circles over the election. Its feat- 
ures were weakness in the industrial stocks 
and comparative strength in the general 
ratiroad ist, and more significant yet, the 
bond market. 

The interpretation of this is that the indus- 
trials may suffer from a change in tariffs, but 
the feeling on the prosperity of the country, 
the currency and monetary affairs generally 
is hopeful, 

The argument against the industrials is 
this: The people have by their votes placed 
the government of the country in new bands. 
This certainly represents a protest against 
something. Wall Street belleves it to bea 
protest against the present tariff, hence the 
Democratic party is almost bound when it 
assumes control to make changes in the tariff 
laws. As the McKinley tariff? has been 
friendly to the industrials, the securities of 
which are deaitin onthe Stock Exchange, it 


is taken for granted that the new tariff 


will be less friendly to these industries. The 
industry which would naturally feel this the 
most would be that of sugar refining. The 
NcKinley law is most pleasing to the sugar 
refineries. While it placed raw sugar on the 
free list, thereby reducing the figure neces- 
sary fora profiton the refine! and increas- 
ing the consumption, it created a duty on the 
refined sufficient to keep out foreign compe- 
tition and to insure a good profit on the in- 
creased consumption. ‘ihe sugar refiners 
can hardly hope to fare as well under the 
new tariff? law, hencethe market decline in 
the price of sugar certificates, while it may 
may bave been merely a speculative move- 
ment, and may be followed bya sharp ad- 
vance in the future, is capable of rational 
ex pianation. 

But still supposing yesterday’s market to 
represent conditions, it must be seen that the 
new administration is expected to bring 
prosperity tothe country at large. For the 
bond market is the most sensitive of 
ali indicators of the feeling of the financtal 
community, and this is a bra ler and more 
rational view totake than the one that only 
looks at the ‘declines in a few industrial 
shares. At the same time it must be ad- 
mitted that the Industrial shares are nowa- 
days au important part of the stock market. 
Dealings in them during the past few months 
have been greater and more significant than 
have been the dealings in rallroad stocks, ex- 
cept in isolated cases, as in that of New En- 
giand’s which was affected by the Boston & 
Maine-Reading combination. The par value 
of those industrial securities, which are ac- 
tively dealt in on the Stock Exchange is about 


, 000, 000. 

Speaking of Reading brings up another 
fruitful topic. The affairs of this company 
are stillengrossing attention. The Reading 
combination seems to bein the disagreeable 
state ofa mann ono has heen knocked down 
and does not knowit. The coal trade is re 
ported as dull. An effort has been made to 
reduce the vast accumulations of anthracite 
by a restriction of output. The Reading 
companies are mini:g only three days a 
week. The Lackawanna, it is understood, ig 
working full time, and is profiting by the re- 
strictions and higher prices of the Reading 
combination. As we have all along main- 

tained, the Lackawanna Is the only company 
which is growing rich out of the Reading com- 
bination. Unhampered by itself, it is 
reaping rich harvest trom the restrictions of 
its neighbors, It is probabie that its shrewd 
manegers have long since een that the 
Reading co:ipbination was doomed, and have 
been making every effort to profit by it while 
it lasted. As for the profitableness of the 
coal business at the present time to the 
Reading companies comment is unnecessary. 
The statement above that their mines are 
working only three days in a week speaks for 
itself. A great deal has been said during the 
pasttwoor three days about some sort of 
alliance between the Reading and Balti- 
more & Ohio. One report even went 30 
far as to Indicate that the Rea:iing 1s trying 
to obtain control of the Baltimore & Ohio. 
Haltim re & Ohio stock has been streng. It 
is difficult to say what the Reading may or 
may not do under the leadership of its pres- 
ent chief officer, whose head has been com- 
pietely turned by the contemplation of his 
own greatness. To those who are familiar 
with the fnauci:leondition of the Reading 
com pany, there is something almost grotesque 
eboutthe manner in which its President is 
see ing to control by degrees the terres- 
trial sphere. It is within the pos- 
sibilities that there may be 
something even in this latest rumor that the 
Reading is seeking to control the Baltimore 
& Ohio, Possibly, too, it will take in the 
Richmond Terminal, Northern Pacific and 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy. 

Later there may be a traffic alliance with 
the Union Pacific and the Atchison, all these 
roads to be under the lresidency of Mr. Me- 
Leod. But it this gentleman aspires to the 
presidency of all the railroads in the country 
it would be well for him to devote all his 
time to their interests and to leave the stock 
market a one. Moreover, it might be a:ivis- 
able for him to destroy ail letters written by 
him to his subordinates advising them to buy 
New England stock on a marein. 

Such letters, signed by the greatest rail- 
road men of the age, are capable of mi con- 
struction. We have a little more news to 
communicate on the subject of the Reading- 
Boston & aine aliiance, The publicity given 
to certain details oi this great railroad com- 
Dinaticn has materially interfered with the 
plans of those behind it.

FIRE RECORD. | 


Case of Epontaneous Combustion at 
Brookliyn—Variocus Blazes. 

New Tonk, Nov. 12.—Brooklyn’s fire de- 
partment had a nasty re to fight early this 
morning, ani it was not under control for 
several hours, and is not likely to be entirely 
out until the bullding has been thoroughly 
soaked from top to bottom. It was in No. 2 
of Harbeck’s stores, which extend from the 
river front on the Brooklyn side of the East 
River back to Furman street. 

The fre broke out at 4:45 o’clock this morn- 
ing on the fourth floor of the five-story brick 
building, which has a frontage of 100 feet, 
and is 50 feet deep. It was discovered by the 
watchman of the stores, and a few minutes 
after the alarm was turned in the iron shut- 
ters on the floor where the flames were be- 
came red hot, showing the fire had been 
burning some time before it was seen from 
the outside. The building was full of bales

Brook mine at Audenried, Pa., operated by 
the Lehigh & Wilkesbarre Coal Co., was dis- 
coveredto beon fire lastnight.

The gaseous nature of the mine pre- 
vented the men from making hea lway, and 
this morning all were forced to beat a hasty 
retreat by the prevalence of black damp.

by the falling of an extension ladder during 
the fre.

EXPLOSION OF AN OIL CONDENSER. 
CHICAGO, III., Nov. 12.—An oil condenser 
in the works ofthe Chicago & Northwestern 
Railroad at No. 126 North Ada street ex- 
ploded shortly after noon to-day, and its 


contents ignited. George Ashcroft and his 
son Thomas, employes ofthe road, who were 
sitting near the condenser when it burst, 
were badiy burned about the head and face 
and were removed toa hospital.

EX-STATE TREASURER NOLAND. 


— 


A Movement to Secure His Pardon From 
the Governor. 


A movement has been started to secure a 
pardon for ex-State Treasurer Ed Noland, 
now serving a sentence of two years in the 
Penitentiary for using $32,000 of the State 
funds. Petitions have been circulated 
through the State. The grounds on which 
clemency is asked are set forth in the follow- 
ing letter from ex-Secretary of State Mike 


McGrath, giving about the substance of the 
reasons for the appeal as they appear on the 
petitions: 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

I received the following letter yesterday 
from Mrs. Ed T. Noland, the wife of ex-State 
Treasurer Noland: 


Hon. M. K. McGrath, St. Louis, Mo.: 

DEAR SIR.—I am making an effort to secure my 
husband's pardog, and have him released from the 
Penitentiary, where he is now imprisoned. Ido 
hope and trust that you will lend me your assistance 
by sending me, by Dec. 1, a letter, to be presen:ed 
to the Governor, along with other letters and peti- 
tious from all parts of the State. 

By the time I snail ask for his libe he will have 
been punished by more than five months’ confinement 
in the penitentiary, and by three long years of men- 
tal torture, and in addition bis family of seven chil- 
dren and myself have suffered, and are now suffer- 
ing. beyond expression. 

hilethe punishment assessed against him was in 
name two years,’’ we feeland realize, as he does 
also, that in reality it is for life, and after the grave 
has claimed himit will descend as an unwelcome 
heritage to his pomecsy. 

If his former fellow citizens, through their Ohief 
Executive, will grant our prayerful request, and 
make my husband free, I am sure,if his life is spared 
for a time, he will manifest te all hie grateful appre- 


ciations. 
Again invoking your aid in removing the dark 
cloud which pangs over our distressed household, 


because of his absence from us, and hoping that m 
efforts will be successful in securing for him his 
freedom, and the privilege of supporting his family 
and educating his children, I am fanhfullx 
Mars, K. T. Nolan. 

I understand that letters of similar import 
have been mailed to many citizens in various 
parts of the State, and ‘I hope they will meet 
withjhearty and prompt responses. 

lam sure if the people of Missouri knew Ed 
Noland as I have known him for over twenty 
years they would, without a dissenting voice, 
ask for his immediate pardon. 

And in the hope that those who read this 
communication will be induced to sign the 
petition for Ed. Noland’s pardon, Ias« you 
to allow me the use of your columns in order 
that I may give some reasons why I feel and 
take suchan interest in his and his family’s 
behalf, and why even those who are strang- 
ers to him should join in asking executive 
clemency for him. 

The tax payers of the State. irrespective of 
party lines, are inore indebted to his energy, 
courage, intelligence and 8 for legis- 
lation tending to relleve them of the burdens 
of taxation, than arg any other citizen 
oroficial. This isa broad statement, but 


as I will show, by referring 
to some of the valuable 
services he has rendered, which now recur 
O my mind, and with which 1 
am familiar, because during the fourteen 
8 I was Secretary of State and two years 
nthe Senate was brought in close contact 
with him while was Chief Clerk in the 
Treasurer's office under three administra- 
tions—those of Mercer, Gates and Seibert. 
And I doubt not that there are man en- 
tlemen in the State who will cheerfu bear 
witness to all 1 here state. 
In the first place in 1875, when E1 Noland 
was Chief Clerk under Treasurer Mercer, and 
when the constitutional convention was in 
session, it was rumored that some State 
bonds hau been offered for sale on the mar- 
ket, which had tn . been paid, but 
which were not cancelled.

taxation; that the revenues of the State, if 
judiciously managed, were ample to meet all 
obligations of the State. His familiarity 
with all the details of the office of Treasurer 
enabled him to show where, when and how 
sufficient money would be raised, in the 
usual ey to meet all the exigencies which 
might arise, 

e bills were defeated. The large and 
strong lobby which was urging the enact- 
ment of ‘*Bellj{Punch’’ bilis,as well as all ene 
heard his speech, gave Ed Noland credit at 
the time for the defeat of those measures, 
and for saving the people at least a half mill- 
ion Gollars annually. 

In 1887, during Gov. Marmaduke’s adminis- 
tration, when the Governor was preparing 
his message, I well remember how sealously 
Kd Noland urged upon the Governor to rec- 
ommend to the Legisiature the passage of a 
law funding the $7,000,0000f6 per cent — — 


84g per cent interest, clearly showing the 
feasibility and advisability of such action. 

The Governor did so recommend in his 
message, a bill was introduced and Ed 
Noland became an active lobbyist for the 
2 by patiently and clearly explaining 
ts merits tothe members. It becamea law, 
and the people have saved $175,000 annually 
since its passage, besides receiving a pre- 
mium on said bonds of $86,000. lam sure ex- 
Auditor Walker, present Auditor Seibert, 
Mr. Yantis, Gov. Marmaduke’s private sec- 
retary, and many others will bear testimony 
to the valuable services he so unselfishly 
performed for the people inthis matter. 

In 1889, after his election to the office of 
State Treasurer, but before his inauguration, 
he was the first man to publicly advocate 
through the press and otherwise, the reduc- 
ing of taxation on the real estate of the *tate, 
by taxing corporations. In an interview of 
Jan. 9, 1869, he advocated increasing the taxes 
on foreign insurance companies from one 

cent on their net premium 
receipts. to two per cent on 
gross premium receipts, less the 
county, town, township, city and school 
taxes previously paid, and the receipts 
therefor deposited with the State Insurance 
Commissioner before Sept. 15th of each year. 
In the same article he advocated the tax- 
ing of express companies, telegraph, tele- 
phone an ee companies. Hon. 
Champ Olark, then a member of the House, 
introduced bills on these subjects. At each 
meeting of the committee to which these 
bills were referred, there was present a 
strong lobby, predicting all kin of evil 
results, it such legislation was enacted. 
They claimed that insurance compaines 
would not do business in Missouri under 
such terms, and that the people would be 
deprived of the benefits of insurance, 

At these meetings of the committee Ed No- 
land appeared in behalf of the people. By 
his long experience in the Treasgurer’s office 
and by collecting togetherthe laws enacted 
in other States on the subject, he successfully 
refuted all arguments against the bills, aud 
at least two of them became laws. I donot 
know as to the others. Every prediction 
made by Ed Noland has become true. Th 
State receives about $80,000a year more 
from the insurance companies than 
it formerly did, as is shown by 
Insurance Commissioner Elierbe’s report, 
and express companies now pay $8,000 per 
year in taxes where they formerly paid noth- 
ing. Andthe tax on insurance companies 
will increase annually in amount of revenue 


received, because the business done oy them 


will increase. To this increase in its reve- 
nues, the State is indebted to the foresight 
and faithfulness tothe people’s interests of 
Ed Nolan. 

At the same secsion of the Legislature, and 
after he became State Treasurer, he asked 
for a joint meeting of the Ways and Means 
Committees of the Senate and House and sub- 
mitted to thema draft of anew treasury law, 
amending the old law in many respects and 
providing many new sections. It was en- 
acted intoanew law with only a few very 
slight and immaterial changes, and it is con- 
ceded by all who have examined it and com- 
pared it with the laws of other States, to be 
1 — best treasury law of any State in the 

nion. 

In it he provided for the reduction of the 
State interest tax from 20 cents to 10 cents on 
the $100 valuation. ‘This section alone saves 
the people over $900,000 annually—almost 
$1,000,000 every year. Ihe biil also provided 
for dividing the State deposits into twenty 
eh and letting out each art to the 


ighest bidder instead of letting the 
deposits in a lump. Under the 
old law but few banks could handle 


sO large a deposit and the large banks haa 
practically a monopoly. Now the smaller 
banks can did foratwentietn part, and thus 
a large number of competitors for the use of 
the State’s money were created and the re- 
sult of over two vears’ trial shows that the 
rate of interest received by the State has in- 
creased from 73-100to184-100 per cent. In 
other words, the State now receives $22,000 
annually in excess of what it formerly re- 
ceived as interest. 

The above is sufficient to show how con- 
tinually and arduously Ed Noland has worked 
for the people’s interests, and how success- 
ful he has beenandthe extentto which the 
State is indebted to him. 

Courageously and persistently he has 
fought the lobby whenever it was working 
against what he deemed was the best inter- 
est of the State, resisting its blandisuments 
and. wiles and succesfully exposing its 
schemes. ; 

No wonder that Ed Noland was popular 
with the people. 

But it is a great wonder how such a man 
decame a defaulter. No one was more sur 
prised than myself. But I think thatI can 
see and understand it all now. As I have 
said, Ihave known him twenty years. He 
was a gencrous, impulsive man, anda friend 
could get anything he had for the asking. 

When he became Treasurer his friends 
called upon him for loans. He was weak, 
and afraid of being ungrateful a past ser- 
vices in assisting him to be elected, and 
hence could not say noto their reguests, as 
he should have done. 

Before he fairly realized the extent of his 
error he had loaned to personal friends con- 
siderable of the public money. -Then fol- 
lowed his frantic and fruitless efforts to 
restore the money, resulting in his getting 
further and further behind, untill he finally 
gaveup andsent word toGov. Francis to 
come and examine his department. 

His further confinement simply punishes 
his family by depriving them of his support. 
He has been hurled from power—all hope of 
further political advancement destroyed. 
He has been made a terrible example to all 
officials in charge of public moneys. 

Is not that enough? 

Every one I think makes a distinction de- 
tween his case and other defaulting treas- 
urers because he did not benefit himself in 
any way by his defaications, nor did he seek 
to do so. He never intended to deprive the 
State of one penny of its money, 

The motives which actuate and prompt em- 
bezzlers had no place in his heart, and all 
who know him feel as Gov. Morehouse ex- 
pressed it when he first met Ed Notand after 
the shortage was made public, Noland said: 


**Governor, am ashamed to look 
you in the face.’’ Gov. Morehouse re- 
led. Don't talk that wa 


y, . 

lieved you an honest man, and I still think 
so. If you had been really dishonest, you 
would have taken some money for yourself, 
and would not at this moment bea p 
You did wrong, but so far as honest 
cerned, I wouid trust you to-day with every 
cent I have in the world.“ 

The State did not lose a penny by Noland’s 
shortage. His bondsmen promptly id it 
without a suit,and the bondsmen did not 
want him prosecuted. He has a family ot 
seven children, the eldest being just 21 years 
oid, and the younger ones especially need his 
belp and es in educating them. 

He has suffered already more perhaps than 
any convict within the walls of that peniten- 
tlary, and hence in conclusion I say that in 
consideration of the mental torture he has 
already uniergone, and in consideration of 
his past splendid service to the State of 
Missouri and its people the Governor ought 
to give him his freedom, and I belleve he 

do it if a sufficient number of citizens 
manifest enough interest to request him to 
do so.

DIRECTORS MUST APPRECIATE THEIR TRUST. 

‘*Without defining the duties ofa man in 
public office I think members of the School 
Board oughttoall appreciate that itis in- 
tended by the Legislature creating the School 
Board that it should be only run on business 
principles. It is a great publictrust, the 
benefits from which are directly received by 
almost every household in the Oity of St. 
Louis. The schools are now over-crowded, 
the city is rapidly increasing in popula- 
tion, the benefits to be derived from the 
public school system inthe development of 
our city,in the educationand morality of 
the children, cannot be overestimated. A 
dollar ofthe funds of the board saved from 
waste is the same as an additional dollar col- 
lected from the pockets of our citizens in ad- 
vancing and increasing this work. If there 
is a single department of our local govern- 
ment which interests every citizen and which 
should be economically and carefully admin: 
istered it is the great department entitled 
‘Board of President and Directors of the St. 
Louis Public schools. 

Following the above interview, President 
Blair indulged in an explanatory review of 
his appointments of chairmen of the various 
committees. He said: 

APPOINTMENTS OF CHAIRMEN EXPLAINED. 

Mr. Holthaus, whom I have appointed 
Chairman of the Ways and Means Committee, 
is a Girector of the Fourth National Bank, a 
retired merchant and especially fitted by 
business experience to manage the financial 
interests of the board. 

Mr. McClain, Chairman of the Teacher 
Committee by the chotce of chairmanships 
to which he was entitled as Vice-President of 
the board, has had a large experience as 
President of the Sunday-school Superintenda- 
ents’ Union in the management of people 
who come in contact with children. 

Dr. Bartholdt, Chairman of the Course of 
Study Committee, has always paid particular 
attention to that department. It was he who 
introduced physical culture in the course of 
study of the public schools of this city. 

Mr. Brockman, chairman of the Building 
Committee, is of the Third street commission 
firm of Brockman & Trauernicht. He has no 
connection with the bullding trades; he is 
capable and efficient, and is willing to give a 
great deal of histimeto the work devolving 
upon that chairmanship. 

Mr. Rutledge, chairman of the 
and Leasing Committee, is ofthe real estate 
firm of Rutledge & Kilpatrick, and was ap- 
pointed because he was the only real estate 
man in the board, and itis necessary that 
the Land ana Leasing. Committee should 
have atits head a ma horoughly posted 
on real estate, and e ble of doing the 
best work for the board in all its realty 
transactions. 

Dr. Wait, chairman of th@Library Com- 
mittee, will, I think, be foundentirey satis- 
factory in that position. 

Mr. Spinning, Chairman of the Supply 
Committee, is the head of the supply de- 
partment of the Graham Paper Co. 
school supplies, especially those of the 
Kindergartens, consist largely of paper, 
Dlank- books, etc., and Mr. Spinning’s bust 
ness experience will therefore be valuable. 
Hiis homse sells only at wholesale and bas 
nothing to do with school supplies. 

Mr. Hequembourg, Chairman of the Au- 
diting Committee, is Superintendent of the 
car serviceof the Missouri lacific Railroad 
Co,, and has an experience in office and ac- 
countant work that makes him especially 
valuable on such a committee. 

Mr. Fisse, Chairman ofthe Committee on 
Rules, is lawyer, of the law 
firm of ; & Allen. The 
rules of School Board include 
many legal propositions, as for instance 
those on elections, and Mr, Fisse will be 
most valuable to the board in his new pos! 


John Sheahan, Chairman of the 
Salary Committee, has served on that com- 
mittee before, and his experience therefore 
makes him especially fit for that chairman 
ship.’’ 

Ihis ended the new school Board Pres!- 
dent's explanation of his appointments of 
committee chairmen. Then he branched off 
into a new theme. 

DIVISION OF LABOR. 

»In all my appointments, he said, 1 
have followe l out a plan of my own on a 
‘division of labor’ idea which I am the first 
to [inaugurate in forming school Board com- 
mittees, l have endeavored to place 
directors. as lar as possible, on 
those committees which are most 
allied to one another.

RELIGIOUS AFFAIRS. 


Meeting of Catholic Bishops In New 
York Next Tuesday. 


THE ONLY ABSENTEE TO BE ARCH- 
BISHOP EENRICK OF ST. LOUIS. 


The Feebleness of Age Will Prevent His 
Attendance— The General Condition 
of the Ohurch to Be Canvassed— 
Archbishop Ireland’s School Scheme 
to Be Examined. : 


NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—Twelve of the thir- 
teen Roman Catholic’ archbishops of the 
United States will meet in this city next 
Thursday to discuss the affairs of the church. 
The conference will probably last three 
days, but may be concluded sooner, and will 
be devoted to thorough discussion and com- 
paring ofnetes upon all questions affecting 
the interests of the church in this country. 
These conferences are held annually, first in 
one archdiocese and thenin another, and are 
considered of the utmost importance in the 
church. The only absentee this year will be 
the venerable Archbishop Peter R. Kenrick 
of St. Louls, who last year celebrated his 
golden jubilee, and who is too old and feebie 
to attend. 

The tonference will be held In the library 
of Archbishop Corrigan’s residence at Madl- 
son avenue and Fiftieth street. Cardinal 
James Gibbons, Archbishop of Baltimore, 
will preside. The others who are expectea 
to be present are Archbishops John A. WII. 
liams of Boston, Patrick A. Feehan of Chi- 
cago, William H. Eider of Cincinnati, F. X. 
Katzer of Milwaukee, Francis Janssens of 
New Orleans, M. A. Corrigan of New York, 
W. H. Gross of Portland, Ore., Patrick 
J. Ryan of Philadelphia, John Ireland 
of St. Paul, Patrick W. Reordan of San Fran- 
cisco and J. B. Salpointe of Sante Fe. 
Archbishop Satolli, who arrived from 
Rome a few weeks ago as a representa- 
tive of the Pope, is also expected to be pres- 
ent, but as he has not yet formally presented 
his credentials his standing in the confer- 
ence is not yet definitely known. It 18 be- 
lieved, however, that his mission to this 
country as papal ablegate is for the purpose 
of makinga thorough study of the school 
question as it affects the interests of the 
church and particularly that phase of 
it thay has caused such decided 
differences of opinion among the arcnh- 
bishops and is known as the Faribault-Still- 
water plan. This planisanattemptto har- 
monize the public and parochical school sys- 
tem by banishing from the Catholic school 
rooms all Catholic pictures and emblems and 
all distinctly religious instruction during the 
regular school hours in return for State sup- 
port of the schools. The principal advocate 
ofthe system is Archbishop Ireland of St. 
in the cities 
of Stiliwater and Faribault, and its strongest 
and most out spoken opponent is 
probably Archbishop Corrigan of New 
York. The thorough discussion of 
this system willform ano small part ofthe 
business of the conference, but the arch- 
bisheps will by no means confine their de- 
liberations to this one subject, so that when 
Archbishop Satolil returns to Rome he 
will be able to make a very accurate 
report to the Holy Father concerning 
the general affairs the 
inthe United States. The Catholic 
No. 120 East Fifty-ninth street wlll givea 
reception on Wednesday eveningin honor of 
Cardinal Gibbons, Archbishop Satollt and the 
assembled archbishops. The reception will 
be from 8:30 to 10:30 o’clock, and will be given 
under the auspices of the Archbishop of New 
York, whois a nember of the club. 

Speculation is rife as tothe exact outcome 
of the probable discussions which, it is gen- 
erally bDelleved, will arise on questions that

A serious question which will confront 
council will be the removal of crucifixes and 
other religious emblems from the 
rooms. Members of the council hold 
tremely opposite views on this matter, 
Archbishops Ireland, Willlams and 
will undoubtedly express their opinions 
freely on this subdject.

1. Autonomony of the denominational 
schools, that is, the right to choose their 
own teachers, but only among those who 
have qualified before a State or mixed board.

TEXT OF THE POPE’S CONGRATULATORY LETTER 
TO GENERAL-ELECT MARTIN. 


NRW York, Nov. 12.—Immediately after the 
election of Rev. Fr. Martin as the new Gen- 
eral of the Order of Jesus, Pope Leo XIII. ad- 
dressed to him a congratulatory letter, the 
tenor of which shows the friendly relations 
existing between the Holy See and the 


Jesuits. The letter is as follows: 

BELOVEd Son—Greeting and the apostolic bene- 
diction. . 

We speedily learned, first by telegram, then by a 
letter which you sent on the same day, that you had 
been elected General of the Society of Jesus by the 
votes of fathers duly assembled on thespot, which 
was the birthplace of the parenmt of the soclety, and 
the news has afforded us no little joy. That such 
was the design of God toward you was, ina certain 
manner, foreseen by the most prudent man you 
have succeeded, Perceiving that you wera 
weil qualified to rule the society, 
he first called you to the office of procurator, and 
then, in accordance with your rules, named you for 
the officeof vicar, after himself. Since, therefore, 
the indication of God’s intention has been so clear,

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CONTRACT LABOR IMPORTING. 


The Charges Against Frederic Mange of 
New Orleans Dismissed. 

New ORLEANS, La,, Nov. 12.—Before United 
States Commissioner Wright was tried the 
matter of Mr. Frederic Mange, manager of 
the French Opera House, who was charged 
by M. Variol with the violation of the United 
States statute relative to the introduc- 
tion in the United States of contract labor 
and referring to the employment of Leo- 
pold Dothe, the colffeur of the French Opera 
House. Mr. M. Variol, the amant, testified 
that be was engaged in the wig-making and 
hair-dressing business in this city. He 
knew nothing, of his own knowledge, 
concerning the employment of Dothe, 


but on cross - examination admitted 
that he had made the affidavit 


against Manager Mange because the latter 
had not given him the position of coliffeur of 
the opera. Mr. Emile Florentin, the stage- 
manager of the opera, knew of the contract 
between Manager Mangeand Dothe and Mr. 
Emile Serres, the bookkeeper, said there 
was no account on his books with Dothe; 
never paid him offand had no knowledge of 
any contract between the parties. Leopold 
Dothe, the colffeur, was also placed upon the 
stand, the counsel for Mr. Mange making no 
objection, but courting investigation. He 
denied any knowledge of a contract with Mr. 
Mange. He cameto the United States on his 
own account with the idea of pursuing his 
vocation and locating here permanently. 
Manager Mange’s company was one among 
his customers. He was ready to work for 
whomsoever wished to employ him. There 
were some artists for whom he did not work. 
The counsel for Manager Mange said 
they would submit the case upon 
the evidence of the witnesses forthe Govern- 
ment, notwithstanding that they had an 
abundance of proof to sho that there had 
been no contract “between the parties, and 
thereupon the Commissioner dismissed the 
case. The moral question as to whether or 
not a coiffeur of an opera company is a 
laborer or an artist under the terms of the 
statute could not therefore be discussed.

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Mr. Halsey C. Ives of St. Louis Surprises 
alot of Disgruntled Gotham Artists. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—St. Loulsans will be 

pleased to learn that Mr. Halsey C, Ives 

against whom an artistic quarantine had 
been fixed on his return from Europe, on 
last Thursday evening submitted toan ex- 
amination before about 150 New York artists 
and gota clean bill of health.

Some time ago 
Mr. Ives appointed an Advisory Committee 
to look after the art matters in this State. 
He did the same in Pennsylvania and Boston. 
Of this committee the painters are repre- 
sented by William M. Chase, R. Swain Gilf- 
ford, Eastman Johnson, H. Bolton Jones and 
F. D. Millet; the sculptors by Augustus St. 
Gaudens, J. Q. A. Ward and Olin L. Warner; 
the architects by Richard M. Hunt, William 
B. Tuthill and Stanford White. Mr. Ward 
was made chairmanof thecommittee and 
Mr. Tuthill, secretary. 

When the juries for New York were made 
up it was found that those tor painting, 
sculpture and architecture were made upof 
the Advisory Committee, with the addition of 
two men in each department from the advis- 
ory committees of Boston and Philadelphia. 
The artists who oppose those whom they call 
the leaders of the clique said they had no 
voice at all. 

Now the men who are prominent in this 
clique are said to be Kenyon Cox, Augustus 
St. Gaudens, J. Carroll Beckwith, Willlam 
Burnet TutbWl and William M. Chase. Some 
of the antis are represented in the juries and 
on the Advisory Committee, but they say 
they haven’t strength to equalize matters. 

It was charged that he leit the conduct of 
affairs in New York in the hands of the clique 
while he went off to Europe for seven months 
and devoted himself to the European artists. 
It was charged that he did not call upon rep- 
resentative New York artists. It was charged 
against him that in the selection of juries he 
recognized the clique and not the opposition.

Hetalked 
right straight from the shoulder. He said he 
would take all the responsibilities of hanging 
American pictures at the World’s Fair ana 
that foreign pictures would be placed by for- 
eign commissioners. He talked World's Fair 
Art Department without reserve and when 
he got through he asked for questions. It is 
needless to say that the secret opposition has

PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 

President Harrison began to-day to write 

his annual message to Congress. The Presi- 
dent, it is said, will improve the opportunity 
to interpret from his standpoint the result of 
last Tuesday’s elections, and ina measure 
indicate whatthe future policy of his party 
ought to be with regard to the leading ques- 
tionsthat entered into thecampaign. The 
tarif being the most important Issue, he 
will, it is understood, devote the most space 
to that. The President, as he has 
Trepeatediy proclaimed, is a high pro- 
tectionist. 110 is ou record as 
Jndorsing the McKinley bill with 
ali that it implies. He differs with Mr. 
Blaine, who never has likea the bill, and 
would at any time have assisted in a mate- 
vial modification of it. The President has 
never asked that it be modified, and the ve 
lief is that he will continue to stand up for It, 
even in his adversity. An intimation froma 
well-informed source is that he will argue 
that the bill has been condemned withouta 
fair trial; that it is grounded in wisdom and 
thatthe principle of liberal protection to 
home industries is one the American poople 
Cannot afford to permanently put aside. 

The President’s reference to what the ke 
publicans term a free ballot and a fair count 
will, it is said, be explicit and emphatic, 
although percisely the line he will take is not 
eo clear. Some ofthe President's friends de- 
clare that while he has always severely con- 
demned election methods in the South he has 
nmever committed himself to any distinct 
measure for their correction. Speaker Keed 
accused him of coldness towards 

bill. He will probably bring 
forward his own plan row or ex- 
press himself fully enough to indicate the 
course he thinks ought to be pursued. In 
fact, he has promised to bring the matter 
again to the attention of Congress. 

RUILDING FOR THE FUTURE. 

But the most significant and important 
utterance in connection with the forthcom- 
ing message is that which predicts that it 
will strengthen the President with his party 
and make it impossible to leave him out of 
calculation for the future.

JINSANE FREAK 


District Judge Clarkson’s Abrupt 
and Complete Disappearance. 


Seized With a Sudden Desire to Do 
Something. Mysterious, 


HE WENT TO TAKE A BATH AND DID 
NOT RETURN. 


Reapvpearing After Months of Vagabond 
Wanderings, He Tells the Story of His 
Adventures—Earned a Supper and 
Lodging by Pitching Hay foxna Farmer 
—Assumed the Alias of Brad Doolittle 
—Handled Rock on a Dredgeboat—A 
Queer Tale.

Om AHA, Neb., Nov. 12.—One of the most 
comp lete mysteries in the history of Omaha 
was explained to-day in the sudden return 
of District Judge Clarkson, who was sup- 
posed to have been drowned or murdered 
while bathing in Honey Lake, a small body 
of water just across the river from Omaha 
July 29. The jurist’s explanation is that while 
preparing tor a bath in the lake on the 
morning of that day he suddenly contracted 
an uncontrollable desire to do something 
mysterious. When he failedto return from 
his trip to the lake the lawyers of 
Eastern Nebraska and Western Iowa turned 
out en masse to search for him. His clothes 
were found in the boat rented to him floating 
around an obscure portion of che lake. For 
ten days more than a thousand prominent 
lawyers searched the lake for the body 
They joined hands and marched in a line 
across the lake repeatedly regardless of the 
repulsive reptiles with which the lake 
abounds. Finally it was declared that the 
body had sunk in the mire and could never be 
recovered, The bar associations passed ap- 
propriate resolutions and the matter was 
dropped, except by the Judge’s relations, 
who employed a force of detectives to pursue 
the search, having a faint hope that the 
body could be found. 

This mornig a man alighted from one of 
the early trains from the East, and at once 
made his way to the Post-office. Upon en- 
tering the building he called for Postmaster 
Clarkson, his uncle, and was at once shown 
into the private room. Maj, Clarkson was 
called from the main office, and as he en- 
tered the private room he saw a man whom 
he supposed to be a tramp occupying one of 
the upholstered chairs. He was dressed in 
the garb of a laboring man, though his 
pants were frayed at the bottoms and 
his sleeves were out at the el- 
bows; he was dirty and sported a 
stubby beard of several weeks’ growth. The 
two men passed the time of day. During all 
of this time Postmaster Clarkson had been 
doing some hard thinking, and as the last 
word dropped from the lips of the hitherto 
stranger, he arose from his chair and re- 
marked: 

My God, isn’t this Joe Clarkson!“ 

Ihe answer was simple, and was only one 
word 

dees.“ 

Shortly after this a closed carriage was 
driven up tothe front door of the post-office 
bullding, and the loiterers about the place 
saw Postmaster Clarkson anda very shabby- 
looking man enterand drive away. 

The story from the Judge’s own lips is full 
of pathos. He was not averse totalking and 
at once proceeded to detail his disap- 
pearance and wandering since the last day of 
last July. For many weeks prior to that 
time the Judge had had serious trouble with 
hiseyes. He had consulted the most emi- 
nent physicians and had been informed that 
to save his signt an operation would 
have to be performed. To this he 
submitted and the pain drove him fran- 
tic. The pain was so severe that it 
preyed upon his mind and he was onlyto anx- 
ious to do anything that would afford relief. 
Fordays this continued, when suddenly it 
ceased, but it had affected his mind. He had 
but one idea and that wasto get away from 
Omaha and its caresand burdens.

HAVANA TRADE, 


Temporary Embargo Laid by the Oholera 
€care-. . 

NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 12.—4 Havana cor- | 
respondent says: ‘‘The scare. about the 
cholera has caused no lit tle trouble and 
anxiety to the authorities here, obliging 
them to enforce a strict quarantine on all 
vessels coming from Europe and the United 
States, some large steamers being:{sent to 
Mariet, forty miles west of Havana, to lay 
out the time allotted to each. Many passen- 
gers by these vessels were put to much in- 
convenience and expense on account of the 
detention, some of them being without 
means to pay the, increased cost of 
the voyage. The season being 80 
well advanced toward winter time and the 
excitement at the possible approach of 
cholera subsided, a change for the better is 
visible, and very soon we may expect to see 
business resuming normal condition. Yellow 
fever has carried off quite a large number of 
people during the past three months. Among 
them several Germans who had come to 
Havana intending to remain permanently ds 
businessmen. In one of our largest hos- 
pitals, of twenty cases Of vomito eighteen 
have died. Too many strangers Come to Cuba 
inspring time, so soon to be followed by 
the hot months of summer when sickness 
may be expected. The fall season is much 
safer, as strangers have a chance of becom. 
ing acelſmated through the winter months, 
Without being a pronounced epidemic, the 
last season has been fatal to a good many, 
especially young people between the ages of 
20 and 80 years. Cropsare looking well and 
the cane is maturing rapidly. 

Some of the large central plantations will 
very sooncommence grinding thecane left 
over from last year. Kecent rains have been 
very beneficial to the growingcropsof all 
kinds, and the promise is good for business 
generally. 

The excitement amomg planters and other 
capitalists resulting from. the increasad 
taxes imposed by the Madrid Government, 
to take effect on and after July last, has sub- 
sided in a measure. The Government has ex- 
tended the time for the collection of in- 
creased taxes upon the sugar industry until 
the comingin of the next crop, and many 
hope to see the schedule much modified for 
the future. Already some large fires have 
taken place on some of the sugar estates, 
250,000 arrabas of standing cane having 
been consumed. This must “cause a 
heavy loss, as the cane cannot be ground as 
when done, when sugar making is general. 
There should be a way to avoid the destruc 
tion of so much cane by fire, which, in the 
majority of eases is intentional in revenge 
tor real or imaginary wrongs between em- 
ployers and their help. The cultivation of 
tobacco is increasing throughout the island 
and the crop is said to be fairly good and 
brings good prices, with a good demand, 
with large sales at Santa Clara, at from $20 
to na bale. The crop at Santa Clara this 
yerr wil reach 2,000,000 bales. 

Notwithstanding that there were often 
signs of impending cyclones and hurricanes, 
the season has passed without anything of 
note happening, and we are now enjoying 
most delightful weather, with the mercury 
standing 80 throughout the day, falling to 74 
atnight. The stock of sugars in the ware- 
houses of Havana !s only 68,000. At the same 
time in 1891 there were 349,000 Dags, showing 
that there has been a better demand for this 
great staple than during the year previous. 
The dirty paper money issued by the Spanish 
Bank of Havana so many years ago still holds 
a disturbing place in business transactions 
trough gradually lessening in value, being 
only worth 88@39c per 31 Spanish gold. Re- 
ceipts at the Custom house of Havana fall 
short some $200,000 for October as compared 
with 1891, proving that high duties reduce 
amount of imports.

Happy Lot of the Bounty Mutineers’ 
Descendents. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—The big American 
Clipper ship A. J. Fuller left San Francisco 
104 days ugo. She arrived here early yester- 
day morning and came to anchor just below 
Liberty Island. Capt. Colcord reported that 
he stopped at the lonely South Pacific island 
of Pitcairn. ‘‘l usually visit Pitcairn,“ said 
the Captain, When lcan dos o conveniently. 
Many of the natives I know personally, and 
when I get there I always get a cordial wel- 


come. I arrived off Bounty Bay, the only 
accessible part of the island, on the 
morning of Aug. 26, The islanders 
sfxhted me long de fore 1 got 
within hafling distance. An American 
vesselisalways accorded a most royal wel- 
come. Before I dropped anchor a boat came 
outtome. It was filled with colonists. They 
all wore gorgeous costumes that had been 
given them by passing vessels. The boat 
was commanded by the chief magistrate of 
the island, a stalwart, manly fellow. His 
assistant also accompanied him. Theisland- 
ers were glad toseeme. Months had elapsed 
since they had receivedany tidings of the 
outside world. The last ship previous to 
mine to touch there was an English ship, 
which gave them some papers and other 
little things which they wanted. I invited 
the chief magistrate to come aboard, and we 
had a very pleasant chat. Peace and happ!l- 
ness reign supreme on the island. All are 
well and contented. Sickness among them 
isalmost unknown, The chief magistrate 
informed methatnodeath has occurred on 
the island In over six years. While the peo. 
ple eagerly ask for news about the rest of the 
world, they are as serene and happy a lot of 
people as I ever came across. They in- 
rormed methat the population of the island 
is now 139. Before they left me 1 
asked the chief ifhe wantedanything. He 
replied ‘No. Say that we are all well, 
prosperous and happy. Providenceis good 
to us and supplies most of our wants. My 
people live happily, want for nothing and 
are perfectly satisned with what they have. 
Call to see us again when you can.’ 

Pitcairn is two and a quarter miles in 
length and one mile in breadth. It is of vol- 
canic origin. Cocoanuts, Dananas and 
oranges avound on the Island and form the 
people's chief article of diet. Its climate is 
moderate and very healthy. Theisland is 
governed by a magistrate and an assistant. 
The colony was founded in 1790 by nine muti- 
neers from the British ship Bounty. They 
were joined by six men and twelve women 
from the Islana of Tahiti. The people all 
speak English. In 1850 the population num- 
bered 160. The people are noted for their 
sober, industrious habits.’’

Police Commissioners Refuse to Enforce 
Anti-Saloon Laws at Fort Scott.

CHIROGRAPHY OF GENIUS. 


The Handwriting of Great Men Varies ay 
Much as Their Talent. 


From the Loadon Telegraph. 

Inthe absence of anything better during 
the dull season a literary Autolycus has 
beea compiling some curious notes on the 
caligraphy of famous authors and musicians. 
According to this authority the two noted 
dramatists, Alexandre Dumas fils and Vic- 
torien Sardou are the worst of contemporary 


writers trom the clerk or schoolboy’s point of 
view. M. Sardou is said tobe inclined to 
make people recollect by his penmanship 
that he is the author of the ‘‘Pattes de 
Mouche.’’ M.Alexandre Dumas’ handwriting 
wasthus described by his eminent progen- 
itor: ‘*Alexanare does not write litera- 
ture, but music. You see a lot of dashes 
and quavers, with a few words here and 
there. The author of Monte Cristo’’ was 
himself a good penman, his handwriting 
enabling him to obtain a situation speedily 
when he rst arrived in Paris. M. Alphonse 
Daudet, who takes notes for his novels in lit- 
tle memorandum books, writes his manu- 
scripts in afine round hand. Among the 
most legible of the manwscripts of modern 
literateurs are those or Zola, Francois Cop- 
pee, Leconte de Liste and De Heredia. Bal- 
zac, Janin and Victor Cousin, 
who existed long tho 
era of typewriters, were notori- 
ously bad caligraphists, while Victor Huo 
was the terror of compositors owing to the 
constantly recurring changes and erasures in 
his manuscripts, the poet often scratching 
out a word three times before making up his 
mind whatto use. Another scrawier was 
Pascal, the manuscript of whose Pensees“ 
looks Itke a collection of hieroglyphics. 
Chateaubriand, Lamartine, Alfred de Mus- 
set, George Sand, Jean Jacques Rousseau 
and Fenelon wrote legibly, but the first-men- 
tioned made many erasures in his manu- 
scripts. 

Voitaire always recopied, or had others to 
recopy, his compositions of every sort, from 
histories and plays to letters. Among the 
musical composers whose manuscripts show 
the smallest number of erasures and the 
greatest legibility are Mozart, Donizetti and 
Rossini, the last mentioned 
handing his work to copyists. M. 
writes out his scores clearly, but Beliini’s 
work like that of the still living M. Camille 
Saint-Saens, was notoriously undecipher- 
The score of Mozart’s ‘‘ Gio- 

has, by the way, been late 
resented to the National Conservatoire o 
usic by Mme. Viardot. The whole of the 
valuable document is said to have been 4.

A Rsligious Ceremony That Is Observed 
| Yearly in the Tyrol. 


From the Boston Transcript. 


A most interesting festival occurred Aug. 
15, says a letter from the Tyrol—the Maria 
Himmelfahrt (ascension of the Virgin) when 
the sacred rite of Diessing the grain flelds 
takes places, and the entire village turns out, 
men, women and children marching in pro- 
cession fromthe church through the town, 
winding up through the wheat fields and 
back tothe church; chanting and murmur- 
ing prayers as they go, and at certain inter- 
vals on the road or in the flelds, the whole 
procession dropping reverently upon their 
knees. The pfarrer, or priest, carries the 
host under a golden-hued canopy, preceded 
and followed by a long train of little girls 
dressed in pure white frocks—seemingly pre- 
served for this annual occasion or perhaps 
worn first at their confirmation—decked with 
colored sashes and white wreaths, the boys, 
like the men, wore something green in their 
hats and looked their bestand neatest. The 
women, with their quaint, flat, round hats, 
wearing long and ample silk aprons, all ap- 
parently new, each of a different shade of 
color, and so varied asto surprise one that 
there existed so many distinct dyes. Those 
aprons alone make me hungry for my palette, 
that | mighttry to vie with them in their 
general brilliant effect. 

The principal scenic features of this pro- 
cession were the huge church banners, each 
with an oll painting of some religious subject 
in the center, more or less crudely executed, 
and the many highly colored and gilded stat- 
ues, borrowed from the church and chapels 
about the town; statues of the Holy Virgin 
in all periods of her life—in all her joys aad 
sorrows from childhood, through ber ma- 
ternity to that greatest sorrow of all, and 
finally her ascension into heaven. Then 
a statue of St. Nothburga, with 4 sickle 
and a sheaf of wheat, who, according 
to the legend, by her extreme piety and 
virtue attracted the particular interest of 
the Virgin, who, meeting her one day at her 
work in the field, took her with her up to 
heaven. Since her disappearance she 
adored as the patron saint of the harvest. 
Groups of St. George and the dragon, of tne 
angel Michael contesting with Satan, of St. 
Joseph decked with white lilles, bearing in 
his arms the infant Jesus—all these statues 
and groups, adorned with fruits and flowers, 
were borne upon the shoulders of the men. 
Arriving in the flelds they pause aud kneel 
to offer prayers of ee for the 
abundant harvest, and to supplicate the 
Virgin and her protege, St. Nothburga, for 
future blessings on their labors.

“SONGS AND DANCES WRITTEN AT 
SHORT NOTICE,” 


If Beethoven Had Kuowa This Genius of 
Tompkins Square He Might Have 
Saved Himself Much Trouble —- A 
Glenoce at Some of the Serious Bério- 
Comics Who Visit the Professor:

New Tonk, Nov. 10.—There was a time 
when, in order to become a musical com- 
poser, it Was necessary, not only to be able 
to originate tunes, but alsoto set them down, 
harmonize them, and arrange them for the 
several instruments of the orchestra. 
thorough knowledge of those complicated 
and incomprehensible studies, harmony and 
counterpoint, was deemed indespensable to 
the art of composing. Beethoven spent 
the budding years of his early youth 
in acquiring this knowledge and he 
never composed anything worthy of note un - 
til he had mustered it. Later in life it was 
Beethoven’s habit to provide himself witha 
notebook in which he jotted down musical 
ideas as they occurredto him. He would go 
off into the woods and sit down and wait for 
aninspiration. When it came along, out 
came the notebook, and the melody 
and harmonies were taken down 
in the rough, to be developed at leisure. A 
story is told of Beethoven that once he was 
washing hig hands when a most beautiful 
melody came into his head. His hands being 
wet and soapy, and there being no means of 
catching the melody on the fly as it were, it 
escaped him, and the great composer, it is 
said, grew wroth and swore that he would 
never wash his hands again. 

If Beethoven had deferred living until the 
present day, and had secured as private sec- 
retary tlhe person who forms the subject of 
this article, he need have suffered no such 
discomfiture nor have made any such rash 
vow. 

The person referred to is a member ofa 
large and growing class in this city, and is 
known among musicians as a harmoniger. 
His business, chiefly, isto set down musical 
ideas which oceurto persons who, knowing 
nothing about the technical part of music, 
are unable to set them down for themselves. 
It would be very interesting to determine just 
how much of modern music is composed in 
this way, but the amount is certainly large 
enough to be surprising, Very many of the 
songs which have gained popular favor are 
written through the instrumentality of the 
harmonizer, who frequently adds valuable 
suggestions, and otherwise improves onthe 
bare idea furnished by the composer. There

They are of three kinds: Topical 
sentimental and humorous. An example of 
the last kind, which was sung by a young 
woman in a dark bine dress, a soft felt hat 
and vell, which she had rolled up to the tip 
of her nose for the time being, is as follows: 

Love is a queer thing; it comes and it goes. 
It comes unexpected and turns up its nose. 

These words were sung toa Scotch melody 
which will be familiar. 

And it sounded 8 humorous when the 
frau, who is always afraid of losing track of 
her left hand, played the accompaniment in 
this fashion: 

The fact that the serlo-comic was a small 
but well-formed young woman, and had a 
delightfully turned-up nose, seemed to indi- 
cute that she was going to sing the 
song in public, in the character costume of 
Cupid, 

The frau also teaches young women who do 
turns, such as skirt-dancing, rope-jumping 
and the like, and to these the singing is the 
merest incident. : 

Besides the serio-comics there are young 
and middle-azged merwno come to have their 
songs played over for them. They are not so 
numerous as the women, but they are not 
less earnest. The most frequent customer of 
this class isthe song and dance artist, who 
takes the part ofa negro or an Irishman or 
a German, and learns the song in dialect,

are many well-known composers in New York 
to-day to whom the harmontizer is sine qua 
non. The composer, of course, gets all the 
glory and most ofthe money. IIts name is 
painted on the music sheets, and he is often 
spoken of as a great man, while the harmon- 
zer, to whom in many cases much of the 
credit is due, remains in the background. 

In other words, this gentleman who is 
known among his clients as the Professor, is 
a sort of all round practical musician. His 
sudio consists of the front room ot a top 
floor apartment on Tompkins Square. 

On a clear morning the Professor's studio ts 
brightly lighted by the sun shining over the 
tops of the trees inthe square, At one side 
ofthe room tsanupright plano on which are 
stacked huge piles of music in manuscript 
form. The piano is presided over 
by a young woman called the 
Frau. The Frau does not know much 
about plano-playing, but she is sufficiently 
skillfultoanswerthe purpose. In playinga 
song for a serio-comic to learn she pounds 
out the air vigorously with the forefinger of 
the right hand, oceastonally bringing the 
second and third fingers into play. With the 
left hand she plays the accompaniment, 
never, however, touching a note which lies 
any considerable distance out of her grasp, 

The professor is an odd person to look at. 
It is hard to tell at first glance whether he is 
a boy ora man ofadvanced years. His face 
Is perfectly round and full, and there is no 
hair on it except a few elementary bristles on 
the upper lip. This makes him look boyish. 
But a similar absence of hair on the top of 
his head makes him appear rather old, and 
this appearance is heightened bythe fact 
that he wears spectacies. Hig clothing is 
clean, but awkward, and his slippers have 
seen such long service that the heels have 
worked around until they fillin the space on 
the inner sides of the feet. 

The method by which the Professor sets 
down a melody composed by another person 
is simple, but it requires considerable 
patience. Fhe customer is treated somewhat 
as if he were a dentist’s subject who is about 
to have a tooth drawn. Ho is told to take a 
seat near the plano (provided he knows 
nothing whatever about performing upon 
that instrument). The professor then seats 
himself at the keys, and, glaring at his 
Client through his spectacles, requests him 
to go ahead. This means that the 
customer is 0 whistle, or hum, 
or convey by whatever available 
means of sound, the melody which he has 
brought with him in his head, to the ears of 
the professor. Andright here arises one of 
the chief difficulties. If the customer is sub- 
ject to embarrassment he is likely to grow 
nervous. There is really no need for alarm, 
however, The professor is not so terrible as 
he looks and waits with sublime patience 
while his client racks his brain, ana finally 
produces the first few notes of the strain in 
a scarcely audible whistle. The professor 
then checks him and takes the notes down 
ona sheet of music-paper with marvelous 
rapidity. The composer is then allowed to 
proceed, a few bars being taken down at a 
time until the song ts finished. 

The hardest part of the task is to construct 
the harmony. If the tune is a simple one not 
much difficulty is experienced, but if itis at 
allcomplicated and the composer is utterly 
ignorant of musical annotation, as is not sel- 
dom the case, it is a work of hours to get the 
song into shape, There are some composers 
who visit the professor regularly and -who 
know enough about music to thrum the 
chords on the plano, and with these clients 
only a short time is required to getthe elab- 
oration. This consists of tinserting at 
convenient points various runs and 
trills, which are usually the result of 
suggestions from the professor, who keeps a 
supply ofthese embelishments on hand and 
doles them out accurding to the wishes Of the

PRIESTS CLAIM THEIR RIGHTS. 

The Archdiocese of St. Louis is in an anom- 
alous position, and the coadjutorship con- 
test has gone so far that a controversy be- 
tween the suffragans and the clergy may 
ensue. It has been taken for granted 
that a coadjutor to the Archbishop would be 
the choice of the suffragan bishops of the 
prose subject to the approval of the arch- 

ishops of the country and ofthe Pope. This 
was the method before the Third Council of 
Baltimore made the change which gave the 
permanent pastors ofthe diocese a vote in 
the choice ofa Dishop. But as Archbishop 
Kenrick has never published these de- 
crees in this diocese it was supposed 
that the oid rule would be 
observed. The priests of the diocese, how- 
ever, say that this shall not be. They main- 
tain that the Third Council of Baltimore 
abrogated the law by which suffragans had 
the choice of a coadjutor at the same 
time that the priests were given 
the right to vote forthe man who will govern 
them. Hence, the St. Louls priests contend, 
the coadjutor to Archbishop Kenrick cannot 
legally be chosen by Archbishop Kenrick and 
his suffragans. If this be true, the 
St. Louis diocese is, to all appearances, 
without any lav to govern it. The priests, 
however, will not admit this, for they argue 
that although the decrees of the Third Coun- 
cil of Baltimore have not been promulgated 
in this diocese, and the priests have not the 
formal right to vote for acoadjutor they have 
the actual right to do so, because the diocese 
cannot be in a state of lawlessness. 

The fruit of this argument has been a 
quiet movement of the priests to meet and 
assert their rights, by the bold exercise of 
them. They decided totake the bull by the 
horns and proceed as if the Archbishop had 
trumpheted the decrees of the Third Council 
in every church of the diocese. But a danger 

resented itself to the minds of the 
(nglish speaking priests who concelved this

plan.and that was the fear of hostility from the 
German priests. ‘the members of the 
Priester-Verein are ardent home rulers,’’ 
and are anxious to have a voice in the selec- 
tion of a coadjutor, but they would not vote 
for any but a German. If they persisted in 
this, it would be impossible for all the priests 
of the diocese to agree upon three candidates 
for the coadjutorship. This difficulty has 
been removed, for the English-speaking 
priests have persuaded their German bDreth- 
rento stand aside and make way for three 
English candidates. 
THE PRIESTS’ FAVORITES. 

In the conference between the English and 
German elements the names of three bishops 
were found to be satisfactory. One of these 
is Rt. Rev. John Hennessy, Bishop of Du- 
buque, lo. He is very well liked by the Sst. 
Louls priests,but it is highly improbable that 
he would ever accept, even if he was offered 
the coaagjutorship, for he is too much en- 
deared tothe clergy and people of his diocese 
to make a change. 

Kt. Rev. John Hennessy, D. D., was born 
in County Limerick, Ireland. He was or- 
dained a priest Nov. 1, 1850, and was conse- 
crated Bishop of Dubuque sept. 30, 1866. 

Another prelate who nas found favor with 
the local priests is Rt. Rev. John L. Spalding, 
Bishop of Peoria, III. He was born at Leba- 
non, Ky., June 2. 1840, was ordained Dec. 19, 
1863, and was consecrated Bishop of Peoria 
May 1, 1877. 

The third candidate acceptable to both 
factions of the priests is ishop Edward 
Fitzgerald of Little Kock, Ark. He was born 
in Limerick, Ireland, Oct. 28, 1833, and is 
therefore turned of 30 years. He was 
ordained a priest Aug. 22, 1857. and was con- 
secrated Bishop of Little Rock, Feb. 3, 1867. 

Afourtb man, who would be well received 
by the st. Louis priests, is Rt. Rev. John J. 
Kain, Bishop of Wheeiilng, W. Va. He at- 
tended the jubilee last year and createda 
very favorable impression among the clergy. 
Hie is a native of Martinsburg, Va., and was 
born May 31, 1841. He was ordained a priest 
July 2. 1866, and was consecrated Bishop of 
Wheeling, W. Va., May 23, 1875. 

This movement on the part of the priests 
indicates that they bavea well-defined idea 
of their rights. hey took their cue from the 
letter sent by Cardinal Ledochowsky, for 
that missive aroused them tothe fact that 
the choice of a coadjutor was only a question 
of perhaps days, and they would have to act 
promptly if they wished to have anything to 
say in the matter. Hence their effort toex- 
ercise the rights given them bythe third 
council of Baltimore. 

It is probable that — "bape A will walt for 
the archbishops to convene in New York, 
and try to catch some stray echoes from the 
secret councilroom, The situation in the St. 
Louls province will, as already said, recelve 
some attention, and the interested ones are 
anxious to learn how much. The presence of 
Father Brady at the conference will 
accentuate the in

CARDINAL CONSISTORY, 


PROBABILITY OF THE APOINTMENT OF A NEW 
CARDINAL FOR AMERICA. 


The news that the Pope will hold a cardinal 
consistory on Dec. 10, to appoint thirteen 
new cardinals, has created a new hope in the 
minds of the Catholic clergy and laity of the 
United States that his holiness will senda 
second red hat to American shores. Thereare 


seventeen vacancies in the sacred colleges, 
but the Pope will probably leave four un- 
filled for awhile. The report "which leads 
Americans to expect another Cardinalis the 
refusal tothe Popeto give too great a repre- 
sentation of the nattons ofthe Triple Alliance. 
Austria demanded three cardinals, but the 
Pope would allow her only one. Italy, the 
third member ofthe Triple Alliance, always 
has a large majority of the College of Cardli- 
nals, but it is doubtful whether she will 
get many new ones at the coming consistory. 
It is this state of affairs which has caused the 
Catholics of the United States to look for 
recognition from the Pope in his appoint- 
ments. eo Ireland of St. 
Paul is favorably mentioned and 
he no doubt cast his die forthe prize at his 
recent visit to Rome. Mer. Farley, Dio- 
cesan Consulator tothe Archbishop of New 
York, is now in Rome, and report says he Is 
very anxious to do what hecan to secure the 
bestowal of a Carainal’s hat on Archbishop 
Corrigan. Thereisno doubt that there is 
plenty of room in the United States fof 
another Cardinal and the Catholics of this 
country feel that the Pope cannot Overlook 
the claims of this country.

A Portrait of the American Wife cf a 
French Minister.

Paris, Nov. 1.—Here is a pleasing pen- 
portrait of Mme. Ribot, the wife of the Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs and the one American 
lady that figures among the wives of the 
present Cabinet officers of France: she is 
talland sleuder,’’ writesa Parisian journal- 
ist, ‘‘with expressive eyes, whose luster har- 
monizes well with that clear, transparent 
complexion, whichisthe privilege of some 
Northern women. Herabundant hair, of a 
chestnut blonde hue, always raised in a coll, 
whatever the fashion may be, would suffice 
to constitute for her an individuality. Her 
tollets, invariably in good taste, reveal an 
irreproachable outline. She never 


wears jewelry. lier first care 
on taking possession of the 
ministerialgrooms on the Quai d’Orsay was 
to cause the curtains of the grand drawing- 
room to be changed, because their color was 
unbecoming to her complexion. 

‘*Afalrintellect far above the average, a 
great lady withouteffortand without pose, 
dignified and perhaps rather cold, but al-

Mme. Ribot was born a Miss Burch of Chi- 
cago. Her father was a millionaire of that 
city in the days when American millionaires 
were far scarcer than they are at present. 
He resided with his daughter in Paris tora 
number of years prior to hig death, and the 
young lady was greatly admired and very 
popular in French circles no less than in 
those of the American colony. She had 
always, like her countrywoman Mme. Wad- 
dington, shown great kindness andcordtality 
to her American friends in spite of her 
affiliation with the highest circles of French 
official society, which is rather unusual for 
an American lady whohas madea brilliant 
foreign marriage. Mme. Ribot has been 
twice married, her first husband as well as 
her second having been a Frenchman, Her 
union with M. Ribot was one of sincere and 
mutual affection, and the pair have been 
cited as amongst the happiest married 
couples in France. It isa well-known fact 
that M. Ribot wooed and won his bride 
without making any demands for a dowry or 
any pecuniary arrangement whatever. 

‘Lhe prettiest of the ladies of the French 
Cabinet is said to be Mme. Burdeau, the wife 
ot the Secretary ofthe Navy. She is a Creole 
with velvety black eyes, an exceedingly 
sweet voice, and very winning manners. 
Though only 28 she has been twice married 
her first husband having been the brother o 
her present one. She is anadmiravle hostess 
and understands to perfection the art of 
dressing well. Also she is a most devoted 
mother, spending a great deal of her 
time in superintending the education of her 
children. When she visited Berlin with her 
husband, onthe occasion of the Working- 
men’s Con , She was universally cited as 
a type of Parisian grace and elegance.

HIPPOLYTE’S OVERTHROW IS ONLY A 
QUESTION OF TIME, 


A Revolutionary Force Expected to Land 
on the Northern Shore cf the Island— 
The Country’s History a Tale of Re- 


volt, Anarchy and Assassination— 


Fate of Her Rulers. 


New YorK, Nov. 12.—The steamer Prins 
Wilhelm III., which left Port-au-Prince, Nov. 
7, reports tharatthat place the people were 
supporters of the Hippolyte Government. If 
any trouble existed, it was, as far as Mey 
knew, in the northern part of the isfand, 
where rumor said the landing of a revolution- 
ary force from Jamaica was looked forat 
any day. It is believed at Port-au-Prince 
that Hippolyte’s overthrow will not be long 
delayed. 


The unsettled state of things in Hayti is 
notanabnormalcondition. Quite the con- 
trary. Never before in the history of the 
biack republic, perhaps, has public order 
been so well maintained as under the present 
regime. But, unless history is tired of re- 
peating itselfin such unhappy fashion, and 
takes a new departure, the near future will 
witness a return of bioodsied and anarchy, 
with assassination or exile as Hippolyte's 
portion. Only one of his thirteen predeces- 
sors in office, be it remembered, served out 
his term, all the others meeting death or dep- 
osition at the hands of the people, whose 
confidence they had won only to betray it. 

Pending the present troubled state of af- 
fairs, it is interesting to glance briefly at 
Hayti’s history, her physical features and her 
rulers since she obtained her freedom in 1804. 
To Christopher Columbus belongs the honor 
of having discovered Hayti—on Dec. 6, 1842. 
He called it Hispaniola, or Little Spain, 
which name was finally changed to Santo 
Domingo, by which it was known for many 
years, and by which the eastern portion of 
the island is now called; but after the decla- 
ration of independence in 1804 the original 
name was revived. 

The entire island is 426 miles long from east 
to west, is 190 miles in breadth, and con- 
tains 29,528 square miles, of which about 
one-third belongs to Haytl. The portion be- 
longing to Hayti contains an area, including 
the islands of Tortuga and Gonalive, of abcut 
10,000 square miles, and a population of about 
1,200,000. 

THE FIRST SPANISH SETTLERS. 

The Spaniards found Hayti populous when 
they first settled it. By torture, massacre and 
overwork they succeeded withina few years 
in exterminating the entire native popula.- 
tion. Negroes were then imported from 
Africa to replace the natives and, being 
hardier and more vigorous than 
the gentle Indians, they not only sur- 
vived Spanish cruelty but took root in the 
island and flourished. The Spaniards, in their 
turn, suffered from the attacks of newcom- 
ers—the French and English buccaneers—and 
the French finally succeeded in establishing 
themselves on the island. There were three 
classes—the whites, the mulattoes and the 
blacks. The first was comparatively small, 
but excluded both the others from citizen- 
ship. ‘The mulattoes were generally ex- 
empted from bondage and enjoyed fair ad- 
vantages inthe way of education. Among 
other thinus, they learned with terrible ex- 
actness the principles inculcated by the lead- 
ers of the French revolution, and. 
the blacks in 1791, with fire and sword purge 
the island of white supremacy. 

DESSALINES PROCLAIMED EMPEROR, 

With sucha past behind them, with no as- 
sistance from other nations, it is not surpris- 
ing that the former slaves and their descend- 
ants should have found the problem a dificult 
one and should have made many blunders: 
From the first they met with setbacks and ob- 
stacles. France sent out a powerful fleet in 
1801 to reconquer her lost possession. Tous- 
saint l’Ouverture, a man Of genius, com- 
pelied them to relinquish the attempt, 
although his patriotism cost him his 
life. Then Dessalines was crowned 
Emperor of the island. This man, who 
was selected to execute the difficuit task 
of establishing a stable and just government, 
had only such 8 as nature gave 
him, Crowned Emperor Oct. 8, 1804, under 
the name of Jacques I., he exercised great 
8 and cruelty, and was finally killed 
on Oct. 17, 1807, by Christophe, a negro chief 
as fit to govern as Dessalines, Who succeeded 
the latter as Henry I. Disorder succeeded dis. 
order until the administration of Boyer began 
in 1820. Aman of ability, he was able to main. 
tain . — tor twenty years. In 1849 there 
was another Emperor, Souiougue, under the 
title of Faustin 1. He abdicated in 1859, and 
since then one president er another has 
been dri out xc afte 
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him. 

Hayti’s history asa unified and free sov- 
ereignty isa highly dramatic one. With her 
it has been one continual round of bubble, 
bubble, toll and trouble.“ And yet her once 
wise, good ruler, ex-President Canal, says 
— is ere long to work out her on saiva- 

on. 

When these revolutions shall cease is 
a hard question to answer,’’ says M. 
Canal, ‘‘but I suppose they will work 
themselves out in time. You must re- 
member we are only a young country, 
but elghty-seven years old; that we started 
out from slavery and had no past. Taking 
everything into consideration, in my opin- 
ion, we have done exceedingly well. I be- 
lieve that the negroes of my country are able 
to work out their own sa!vation, and show to 
the rest of the world that the black man can 
rule himself.“ 

This brief synopsis of Hayti’s attemps to 
govern herself wiilexplain nmruch of the situ- 
ation to-day. Changes of administration and 
perpetual revolutions have left no opportu- 
nity to educate the mass 
people to a point where 
ernment would be possible. 
educational and social sense the highest 
Class of Haytians possessina large degree 
the polish and courtesy of the French, In 
conversation with an educated Haytian one 
forgets color; butthe people are far differ 
ent, oftenrelapsing tothe condition of their 
African ancestors. Voudooism is practiced 
in secret, and many and horrible are the 
storles told of their cannibal festivals, 
where children are devoured as a part of the 
ceremony. 

Only three years ago the Black Republic 
was convulsed by civil war. It was a con- 
test forsupremacy between the incumbent 
usurper, Gen. F. D. Legitime, who had lately 
changed his title of Provisional Chief to that 
of President of the Republic, and his fearless, 
determined rival for the presidency, Gen. 
Florville Hippolyte, the leaderofthe revolu- 
tionary party inthe north. Legitime, as will 
be remembered, doggedly hung to the reins 
as long as practicable. Then, in.a few 
months, when the guns of the insurgents 
thundered at his gate, followed the example 
of his wily, despotic, brutal predecessor, 
Solomon, and fied his country, and Hippo- 
lyte ruled in his stead. 

But by the usual logic of Haytian events, 
President Hippolyte himself, in turn, now 
sleeps on a bed of thorns, with the sword of 
Damocles suspended by a slender thread 
over his head. 

If Hippolyte is insane, as claimed by some, 
then there is presumptive evidence that sev- 
—— Haytian rulers have been insane before 

m. a 

Dessalines, who proclaimed himself 
Emperor under the title of Jacques I., as 
mentioned above, was most relentless and 
bloodthirsty in the massacre of the whites 
which followed. He was as cruel as the King 
of Dahomey, and as ceremonious as the 
Shah of Persia. 

The massacre ofthe whites was arranged 
by the tyrant about two weeks before the 
event. lle took into his plans only the sev- 
eral commanders of the Haytian army, who 
were his own appointees, and in whom he 
had full confidence. He ordered them to 
distribute the troops in the provinces in such 
away thatany organized resistance on the 
part of the whites would be promptly 
crushed. Then on March 29, 1804, the autocrat 
proclaimed that all the whites should be put 
to death. The horrible scene, unparalicied 
in Americain this century, lasted for days. 
Thousands perished, all the blacks, or nearly 
all, joining in hunting down the members of 
the hated race. Some of the more savage are 
saideventohave held cannibal orgies with 
the remains of the victims, and this is the 
more credible when itis remembered that, 
according to Spencer st. John, formerly 
British minister in Hayti, cannibalism is not 
unknown even now in remote regions 
of the republic. White children were of- 
fered in numerous instances as sacrifices in 
the hideous serpent-worship, also still prac- 
ticed in Hayti, andto which even the higher 
classes are occasional devotees. A French- 
man named Fabre, who lost all his family, 
but succeeded in making his own escape, has 
left a graphic narrative of the fearful scenes 
which he witnessed at Jacmel, where he re- 
mained for some time disguised asa mulatto, 
The prisoners were broughtin in hundreds 
from the surrounding country and marched 
through the streets, amid loud 
demonstrations of insult and obloquy. They 
were told off in scores and shot to death, or 
otherwise butchered, as rapidly as possible. 
On one occasion Dessalines rode into town 
with his body guard while an execution was 
goingon. ‘the blacks dropped their deauly 
work for the moment and knelt in ail sorts of 
grotesque attitudes before the tyrant. Des- 
salines motioned to them to go on, and sat on 
his horse, gazing with evident satisfaction at 
the horrible spectacle.

A DEMON DRUG. 


The Morphine Habit Growing Enormously 
in Paris. 
Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

PARIS, Oct. 28.—Of all the curses that, in 
the latter end of this nineteench century, 
have descended on humanity through the 
direct agency of the devil, the habit of taking 
subcutaneous injections of morphia is un- 
doubtedly the worst. It is gaining ground 
and itis spreading everywhere and through 
ali classes of society. Women have become 
so addicted to it that I have heard of 
instances in which high-born English 
ladies have been unable to sit 
through a dinner party without 
resorting to their favorite prac- 
tice; on more than one occasion I have heard 
of such cases from persons who were present 
when they occurred, 

A most distressing affair of this nature, 
which took place a few days ago in Paris, 
has just come to my Knowledge. The un- 
happy victim of a-pernicious habit was a 
you:ig American girl who came abroad to 
study singing. She was remarkably beauti- 
ful and possessed a superb voice. At 
the late series of examinations for ad- 
mission to the Conservatoire, she pre- 
sented herself asa candidate, and passed 
brilllantly through the ordeal, being at once 
assured of acceptance. This, as the educa- 
tion is entirely gratuitous and is at the ex- 
pense of the State, isa rare privilege to be 
accorded to a foreigner and speaks volumes 
for the vocal gifts of the successful competi- 
tor. Butthe unfortunate girl will never be 
able to profit by her success. She is a con- 
firmed morphine maniac, and has al- 
ready been turned out of half a dozen 
boarding-houses of Paris on account of 
her habits of intoxication, which are no less 
flagrant, though produced by a narcotic, 
than they would have been had she drank 
sprits. She is living in Paris without a 
chaperon. Thereis nobody that can inter- 
fere to send her home, as she is of age, and 
no one, whether American official or lady 
friend, has any right to control her actions. 
Exceptionally gifted and exceptionally 
lovely though she is, she will probably end 
up in a prison as a  confimed 
drunkard. She spends tLe greater 
part of her days lying on the floor of her bed - 
room inastate of total insensibility. An 
elderly American lady who was deeply inter- 
ested in her, took her a short time ago to 
dine witha party of friends ata quiet well- 
frequented restaurant. Before the repast 
was finished oneof the gentlemen present 
was obliged to calla cab, to help to put the 
wretched girl into it, and to escort 
his hostess on her mission 
convey her guest home. She 
to Europe early last summer 
charge of one of her female relatives, who 
finding that she was uncontrollabDie, mos 
inexcusably deserted her charge, returning 
home and leaving the unhappy young creat- 
ure to shift for herself as best she might. 

This ghastly story is fortunately unique in 
its way. Ihave seldom before heard of such 
acase, nor do I think that such habits are 
common amongst American woman. Yet, 
asilwrite, I remember a charming young 
American lady, married toa titled Frenchman, 
but unasually happy in her foreign union, 
Her husband adores her, and the young 
wife’s existence was surrounded by every- 
thing that could give her pleasure. Unfort- 
unately a painful internal malady induced 
her to have recourse to morphla. she strug- 
gied bravely for awhile against the slow ad 
vances of the habit, Dut, as is almost invari- 
ably the case, it ended by taking full pogses- 
sion of her, Her life, fortunately 
for herself, was not of long dura- 
tion. serving taken one her 
usual dose of the drug she found that it failed 
to produce its effect as speedily as she de- 
sired, In tue dreamy state of approachin 
narcotigation she tooka second d 
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habit while treating himself for neuralgia, 
from which he has beena sufferer for years. 
Another Paris physician of high standing 
came near causing the death of an unfortu- . 
nate American lady who Pad placed herself 
under hiscare. His troubled brain refused 
to recognize the perfectly sim- 
pie nature of her malady, so 

e treated her for one disease, while she was 
in reality dying from another. ‘The interpo- 
sition of the invalid's friends avalled to have 
oan doctor summoned and her life was 
sa ved. 

I remember an act of heroic courage on the 
part of another of my countrywomen, who 
was undergoingin Faris a course of treat- 
ment fora pecultarly painful, but not neces- 
sarily fatal malady. Her physician prescribed 
for her subcutaneous injections of morphia 
which calmed her sufferings completely. Hu 
she found that she was becoming a slave to 
the remedy, and one day she arose from her 
bed and huried the little syringe and the 
phial of morphia into the street, declaring 
her intention of enduring, and, if need were, 
of dying, rather than become a morphine 
maniac. I am pleased to be able to state 
that she finally recovered and is now in per- 
fect health.

I gave myself up 
With passionate ardor, to the study 
of anthropology, especially the era 
niological part of it. The ineldent 
Which am about to relate occurred during 
one of my résearches. If you can recollect, 
Auris the frst years after Broka so firmly 
established anthropology, his followers paid 
particular attention tothe tracing of races 
and tribes by the general formation of the 
skull, At that time the oblong and splerical 
craniums received great consideration at the 
hands of anthropolosists., I therefore 
entered on this branch of the stucy with 
sreatentbusiasm and took especial delight 
in collecting as many types as possibie.

skulls, but found it impossible to secure 
what I most desired—a perfectiy round on.

I bastily arose and, resting my 
elbow on the side of the bec, was gaziny in- 
tently at the ghastiy frame, when I saw the 
sheet gradually slip from its shoulders.

„felt stunned by the Scene which I was 
witnessing.

NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—The record of arrest¢ 
for a year by the police force of this city tells 
a woful story of degradation and wretched- 
ness, and suggests to philanthropists the 
urgent necessity for a more vigorous mise 
sionary work among the heathen at their 
very doors. Last year 85,049 persons were ar- 
rested and incarcerated for erimes aud miss- 
demeanors of various degrees, Of this num 
ber 10,955 were females, divided according to 
age as follows: 

Under 20 years 40 to 50 years. 8.42 
20 to 30 years Over 60 years, ee 252 
30 to 40 years. 

Only 6,276 of these were married, while 16, 
678 were tree from family ties. The educa- 
tional test shows that only 1,890 of these un- 
fortunate women were unable to read and 
write. The theaters contributed 18 actresses, 
1 ballet girl and 1 costumer, while 187 were 
Aressmakers, 24 were flower-makers, 2 were 
janitresses, 177 were laundresses, 14 milliners, 
¥ midwives, 2 were artists’ models, 753 were 
servants, 165 seamstresses, 16 salesWomen, 12 
talloresses, 16 waitresses, and 1,525, over 12 
per cent, were fallen women. 

‘Another startling feature in station-house 
life is the vast army of homeless women who 
seek shelter from the plercing winter winds 
or the summer heat and plead for aspot, no 
matter how hard or humble, upon which to 
lay thelr weary heads. Ina — 8 year out 
of 150,812 persons who were pack in rooms 
and cells of the station-houses, 65,878 were 
women. iThey represent all ages from the girl 
of 13 to the broken-down woman of 80 years, 

Not a stone’s throw from pelice hea . 
ters is an institution that holds itself out to 
be a home forthe friendless women, and on 
its reception-room wells is a life-size picture 
in oll of The Mendicant,’’ a e, dark- 
haired girl with big brown eyes.

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ENGLISH GYPSIES. 


ACCOUNT OF A NIGHT SPENT IN THEIR 
CAMP NEAR LONDON. 


Bpecial Correspondence SUNDAY Post-DISPaTcn. 

LONDOK, Nov. 1.—To me there is some- 
thing inexpressibly pathetic in the unvarying 
good humor ofthe English Gypsies when their 
hard and bitter, though self-chosen mode of 
life is considered. And this is nowhere on 
earth made so plain and emphatic as when 
you findthem in and about London, all the 
brightness ofthe summer roads and lanes 
but a memory, andthe cruel deprivations of 
winter—generally a winter’s battle forex 
istence with a million other lowly—staring 
them squarely in their stoical faces. 

Crafty, wary, hard, unworthy vagabond 
though you deem him,as he confronts you 
and mankind in this battle for life and those 
he loves, he truly bas another side, a cheery, 
good and manly one, too, that, without one 
lota ofthe prompting to which all modern 
society stands indebted, often glows with 
kindness, generosity, helpfulness, good cheer 
and a spirit of positive loveliness. 

An ugly word is never heard in a Gypsy 
camp or dand. A selfish act is never seen. 
The eternal goading of a mean woman, the 
brutal obscenity of a bad man, the hateful 
jenlousies of neighbors, the contemptible 
rivairies of pretended friends, each and al! 
areas unknown as poison in the pure air of 
heaven they breathe in tent or upon the road. 

There is a quality of sincerity and tender- 
ness in their doings with each other that 1s 
very simple, childlike and beautiful. Their 
mirth, merriment and jollity are all consid- 
erate. Raillery is tolerant; wit never a mur- 
Gerous weapon, With them good cheer 1s 
seldom license; merrymaking leaves little 
sting; liberty never knows lewdness. 

Ignorant as they may be of your books; ob- 
stinately as they refuse the ‘‘civilization’’ of 
which we boast; secretly proud as they are 
of the ostracism which prands them as an 
outlaw race; hoathenish as you must con- 
gistently call them because they hold your 
creeds in contempt; they are yet more than 
the peers of any living people in everything 
tender and true and loyal growing into and 
out of the domestic relation, and in all that 
which yields, without law or force, and as if 
unconsciously, the helpful goodness which 
ever prompts and always exceeds exact 
justice to one’s fellows. 

Thore are undoubtedly hundreds of local. 
ties which may be termed ‘‘Gypsy grouna’’ 
in London and its far-reaching suburbs. 1 
have visited nearly three scores of these 
places within the past few years. In some 
instances they are in the most densely and 
foriornly populated sections of the metropo- 
lis. Here in perhaps the stable yard of some 
ancient historic inn, among the sheds and 
outbuildings ofan abandoned warehouse or 
manufactory, in the moldy, cobwebbed pre. 
cincts of some habitation which has got into 
ehancery and inevitable decay, and even in 
Whitechapel purilieus, and upon the roofs of 
houses at the edge of the huge masonry sus- 
taining some of the railways, many of which 
pass out of the city above instead of through 
or Deneath it, will be found single families or 
little communities ofthe Romany folk. All 
are working in their way as if for dear life to 
sustain life.until the springtime exodus shall 
free them from their hateful prisonment; and 
contrary to general belief, or what anyone 
may say, none of them are idle. 

Following up the trail and traits of Gypsies 

in London winter quarters, brought 


| me Originally among the almost as curious 


ger foik; and I found that there 

were bundreds of Gypsy families owning kin- 

dred ties to costers who sought quarters 

among this class and at once fell into their 

of work and ways. Acquaintance 

confidence soon brought me to many of 

these almost unknown Gypsy and coster com- 
in the very heart of London. 

them are very interesting and his- 

were wandering about London 
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back windows of Furnival’s Inn to permit 
the entrance of a donkey and cart, it gradu- 
alfy widens towards Theobold’s Row, and to 
the east and west is itself entered by almost 
numberless closes and courts. No casual 
frequenter of Holborn would notice it, but 
the iocality is one of the densest in London in 
pointof population. Among the thousands 
of lowly humans living here, are fully 500 
costermongers, and in the winter time half 
asmany Gypsies. The great resortof all 
these folk is the Leather Bottle, a puDlic 
house within the shadowy precinct. 

There are many odd places and studles 
here. The former class rather pride them- 
selves on their utter recklessness in the 
matter of gambling, carousing and drinking. 
While they live in entire harmony with their 
Romany friends and possess a certain re- 
spect for thelr winter companions which 
permits of notrifiing, it was easy to see that 
from the coster standpoint of ethics the 
tawny folk are not considered fairly pro- 
gressive. They are too qulet. They attend 
closely to work and minimize all ill effects of 
poverty in London. 

‘‘Gor bili me!’’ sald a friendly coster, 
‘* "ow can ye ave comfort hout of yer neigh- 
bors, less ye can elp carry em ome now 
an' agin from the ‘Leather Bottle’? Strike 
me lucky! if Ui doan’t believe they’d rather 
heat wittles than lick pewter! (‘‘Licking 
pewter,’’ it must be known, is coster for 
guzzling ‘‘four ale). God's truth, bat ye 
awsk one on em for the loan o“ a bob (shil- 
ling) for a few pots at th’ ‘Bottle,’ an’ their 
bloody heyes stick hout like bleedin’ muscles, 
Gor Dil me, so they do!“ 

Mostof the Gypsies in this locality live 
froma half adozen to a score in a room. 
They possess the scantiest array of house- 
hoki utensils. Their native ability to 
make the most of little enables them to 
patch upa few seats and they sleep comfort- 
ably and cheerily packed together like her- 
rings. Some oftheir abodes are wretched 
beyond description to one who is unable to 
comprehend their own gladness at getting 
on at all. They work hard and long, being 
first at the great markets and last to leave 
the streets. Handbarrows are used by most 
of these. The mother, father and the grown 
sonsand daughters all share in the severe 
work of pushing the barrow orcart. Many 
will cover twenty and thirty miles a day in 
their rounds. 

The little folks left at home work on bas- 
kets, color leaves and wild grasses of which 
they have broughtin a supply of material 
from their summer wanderings, and which 
are sold tothelowly for mantel ornaments, 
or whittle out skewers for meat stalls. All 
do something and earn something. If there 
isalossinone day’s trade, they work the 
harder the next. Allthus keep from starva- 
tion, which is more than many who are not 
heathens can doin London; and some even 
getthrough the hard, wet, foggy, sleety, 
bone- wringing winter with theirlives and a 
few shillings to the good. 

A few who huddle in these congested dis- 
tricts have the regulation coster cart and 
the helpful donkey, and most curious quar- 
ters are often found for both Gypsies and don- 
key. Last winter, while hunting this bit of 
darkest London I got on very good terms 
with a Gypsy family who had lost their 
donkey cart, and nearly their donkey, 
through fateful collision with a Hammer- 
smith bus. It was early in the winter and 
the loss pretty nearly meant star vation. 
There are scores of dealers in costers“ carts 
and barrows in London where a cart or bor- 
row can be hired, though at ruinous rates, 
or purchased on weekly payments. At one 
of these I made a first payment of 10 shillings 
on a donkey cat in behalf of the Gypsy fam 
lly, became surety for the remainder, and 
the incident furnished to me thereafter open 
— to the innermost recesses of Leather 

ne. | 

It was in one of these intermost recess 
es that my Gypsy friends had their habi- 
tation, and it is certain that no more eu- 
rious dwelling place and disposition of 
home belongings were ever seen. About 
balf way from . Furnival’s Inn to Theo- 
bold’s Row a narrow dingy court, above 
which a strip of sky could barely be seen, 
wriggied a hundred feet or more tothe 
east. Totheright and left the ramshack- 
le yet stout old house fronts seemed 
pitching at each other threateningly. 
From the noisome pavement to the stri 
| of sky it seemed as though. hundreds o 


ing window-sills. The density of half fed 
life behind these raven like beings clinging 
to the outer walls must have been terrible. 


The dark court narrowed at the end, coming 
toa sudden stop againsta black dead wall, 
which rose thirty or forty feet above the 
pavement as if to shut out the desperate 
poverty of Leather Lane from some better 
inclosure. Here at the end of this court 
against the dead wall my Gypsy friends had 
practically encamped by a system of more 
than partial suspension. Some twenty-five 
feet from the ground a mass of patched bits 
of sailcioth and dlankets formed the only 
roof. Ingentously braced bits of wood— 
flotsam and jetsam from the markets and the 
Thames—niatde three intervening stories, or 
floors, between the flapping roof and the 
pavement of the court, all of which were 
open tothe weather and Leather Lane way, 
save where rags and other sleve-like blankets 
and sail cloth answered the place of curtain- 
ing. 

These stories or floors were about six feet 
square, except the lower or pavement story, 
which was as long as the prowess of the 
Gypsies could make ſt against the hordes of 
the stifling court. An aperture had been 
made inthe dead wall which, with a few 
brick anda little mud mortar, provided a 
capital chimney plece. The draught was 
perfect. There was a good deal of comfort, 
too, about this extraordinary flresife. The 
cart was ‘‘whortled,’’ that is, turned bot- 
tomside upwards for a table. A shelflike 
piece of timber had been fastened awainst 
one side wall for a lounging bunk and bench. 
A ladder ran from this along the wall to the 
second story where cogking utensils and food 
were Kept. 

But the most curious of all was the nightly 
disposition of donkey, what was left over 
from the day’s hawking and theGypsy family 
itself. Immeciately on arrival, the donkey 
was hauled up by rope and tackle into a little 
cage which constituted the third story 
under the sailcloth roof. Such vegetables as 
were left thatthe family did not use were 
stored on a shelf alongside the donkey; and 
on retiring for the night, the familly, 
comprising eleven grown people and chill- 
dren, ascended into the second story loft, 
and in a manner fished all movable De- 
longings up after them. 

„es, admiringly said old man Lovell, 
the head of this Gypsy house, after I had 
just witnessed the sprawling donkey hoisted 
into hiscage for his rest and provender, 
‘Hus jess hall goes hup inter hour ole by 
night, ’an pulls the ’ole hup arter hus!’’ 

The East End district locally called The 
Mint,’’ where London’s ancient mint was 
located, is another favorite haunt of Gypsies 
in winter. From Lant street in the Borough 
to Blackfriar’s road are more than 100 almost 
impenetrable lanes and closes. This region 
was the former haunt and home of Jack 
Shephard and Jonathan Wild, and from the 
same locality have sprung many of the 
noted prize fight23rs of our time. Bin. 
ingsgate porters, the most jaunty and rol- 
licking ofall London costermongers,and a 
class of Gypsies who are noted for their fistic 
prowess, are the sole inhabitants. Into this 
savory region one must come well intro- 
duced; but when once known as a true friend 
of any inhabitant, progress through the 
quarter is attended often with even embar- 
rassing meetings and familiiarities. 

Ifound the Gypsies of this locality, who 
number perhaps fifty families, which means 
fully 500 souls, chiefly those who ply their 
various vocations at country fairs and all 
huge gatherings, such as the Derby, and 
London holiday ‘‘outings’’ at Epping Forest 
and the like. They area portion of that vast 
horde of least winsome but most picturesque 
English Gypsies who, casually seen, nearest 
represent the fakirs of our American 
country fairs, our circus follow- 
ers and the brawling  nickel-winners 
of such summer and seaside resorts as Co- 
ney Island and Nantasket. the punch 
and Judy’’ shows are getting into their 
hands. They are beginning to exhibit freaks 
and control the merry go-rounds. All the 
fruit and nut stands at fairs are now in their 
hands; and the cocoanut (here called coker - 
nut’’) ranges, where a nut can occasionally 
be Knocked from a deceptively bullt tier ata 
penny a thy, one of the most popular 
forms of initiatory gambling sports at all 
fairs and outing gatherings in England, are 
all owned by these cunning Gypsies.

sies who,in their enforced winter London 
tarrying, retain most the manner of the 
summer road life. I should think there 
could be found from 10,000 to 2,000 of 
these in the suburbs of London, 
from November until March. These are en- 
tirely exclusive of several thousand more 
who never leave London, but travel in end- 
less circles about the outer edges of the great 
city, interminable Bedouins at all outing 
gatherings; peas and strawberry pickers and 
lavender gatherers in the summer, hop- 
pickers in the autumn, and scavengers in 
general the remainder ofthe year. They 
camp where they work, and though often re- 
duced to abject wretchedness, are a kindly 
and cheery set of men and women. 

The road gypsies generally retain and oc- 
cupy their vans, carts and tents. Out South- 
wark way, over in Surrey, are large commu- 
nities. Many may be found round about 
Esher and Woking. The Chelsea marshes are 
another winter haunt, while Epping Forest, 
depths and edges, are full of them. With 
these summer thrift is never exchanged for 
winter idleness. Many of the stout Gypsy 
lads get employment in gentlemen’s and 
public stables. The men haunt the horse 
markets and weekly suburban mar- 
kets and buy, sell and trade 
horses and donkeys. Many of 
the women rove about the poorer districts 
of the city telling fortunes for whatever they 
can get. Those too old for these jaunts mind 
the pots, Kettles and little ones against the 
wanderers’ nightly return. Old men and 
lads and lasses remaining at home are never 
idle. Rude mats, market baskets, stable 
and street brushes, by the hundreds of thou- 
sands, are theirannual handiwork, and the 
millions of skewers in use atthe London meat 
Stalls are every one whittled out by busy

School, No. 818 North Fourth street, is a 
course in physical culture, classes in which 
are now forming under the direction of Mrs. 
Mary Hogan Ludlum. The lessons will be 
given in the dining hall. Clubs of unem- 
ployed women will be taught the rules and 
exercised in the movements for physical im- 
provementon Mondaysand Thursdays from 
4p. m. to 5p.m., and classes for employed 
women will be arranged for the hours imme- 
diately after work, probably from 6:30 p. m. 
to 7 p. m. 

The classes for the week at the Woman's 
Training school. No. 813 North Fourth street, 
will be as follows: Cooking, Monday from 9 
a. m. to noon, soup, creme of potatoes, fish 
a la Hollandaise, potatoes browned, peas, 
curry of chicken and plum pudding. Monday 
from (p. m. to 5:30 p. m.: Training class. 
Tuesday from 9 a. m. to noon: Luncheon 
course: Thursday from 9a. m. to noon: Prac- 
tical home cookery, soup stock, beefsteak 
sauted, salsify, cream sauce, white 
potatoes, corn meal griddle cakes, 
coffeo. On Thursday from 2:30 p. m. to 
5 p. m. is the cooks’ class, designed 
to equip cooks for work in-families. Stenog- 
raphy and typewriting are taught every day 
and night classes in these branches WII 
begin as soon as eight pupils are enrolled. 
Dressmaking, cutting, fitting and chart les- 
sons are taught every day. Arrangements 
have been made by the managers of the 
Training School whereby women in employ- 
ment can receive instruction in cooking by 
taking lessons immediately after their busi- 
ness hours, and make their supper of what 
they prepare in their lessons.

Children’s Home Society. 

The Children’s Home Society. which held 
its first anniversary meeting at the Pilgrim 
Congregational Church last Thursday even- 
ing, is a benevolent organization which has 
marked out for itself a course abundant 
with opportunities for charity. The aim of 
the society is to seek out homeless children 
and childless homes and obtain for the 
former an abiding piace and refuge inthe 
latter. The members of the 80 
clety, in speaking of their work, say: 

‘*The most advanced idea of those who 
make a study of reform school systems Is 
that which must fully realize the home idea. 
and the best of all reformatories isa well 


governed nousehold. 

And if this be true in cases needing refor- 
mation how much more will the truth apply 
to unformed infancy and plastic childhood, 
where the only need is good family govern- 
ment and instruction in Christian truth to 
make the life to abound In usefulness. 

»My not begin earlier, and take the child 
that from any cause is homeless, and turn it 
Over to God's institution, the family, and en- 
rich its heart-life with household affection? In 
the providence of God there are childless 
homes; and amid the sin and sorrow of the 
world there are homeless children that need 
parental love and guidance. Why not find 
these children homes, where the presence of 
a child would be a boon and a blessing, and 
seek out the friendless babe and the shelter- 
less walf, and place the homeless child in the 


childless home?“ 

The society was introduced to Missouri a 
year ago, andin that time, according to the 
report submitted Thursday evening, it has 
found homes for ninety-twochildren. Appli- 
cations for homes have been filed in behalf 
of 220 more children, but the Secre- 
ary stated that the society could not 
bbtain full legal control of these children 

dtherefore would not obtain homes for 

em. The branches of the society in III. 

ois, lowa and a few other States have pro- 
yided homes for 2,250 children, The object 
of the Children’s Home Society ap- 
peals strongly to the most tender 
sympathies in a woman's heart 
and the ladies are undoubtedly deeply inter- 
ested in the progress of thesociety. The 
State Board is composed mostly of gentle- 
men, although the ladies have two very rep- 
resentative members of their sex on the list. 
But this paucity of ladiesonthe State Board 
does not cause the charitable ladles of the 
city to think any the less of this charitable 
organization.

St. Louls can boast a large number or 
orphan asylums, so many tbat no poor 
little waif without mother or father need 
want fora home or its attendant blessings. 
The St. Louls Protestant Orphan Asylum has 
the precedence of age over the other Prot- 
Sstant institutions of like character in 
the city. It was founded as far back 
as 1834 by a good and sweet 
lady, well known as Mrs. Ann Perry, 
This charity when first founded by Mrs. Perry 
and the good women and the clergymen of 
several denominations who co-operated with 
her in the noble work, was called ‘‘The st. 
Louis Association of Ladies for the Relief of 
Orphan Children. Practical work was at 
once begun even before a building was se- 
cured. The first home, a very bumble one, 
stood on a lot purchased by Miss Christy, lo- 
cated on Seventh street between Morgan 
aud Franklin avenue. Before this buliding 
was completed one year fromthe time the 

roject was started, the little orphans had 
boon cared for at what was then considered 
the rural home of Mrs. Moses Scott, which 
stood upon what is now the site of the South- 


ern Hotel.

A visitor to the peaceful country home of 
these little orphans, with its green lawns 
and all the advantages of pure air and 
plenty of space will certainly realize how 
much the children enjoy the advantages of 
their country quarters.

It has the Spprarance ofa handsome villa 
surrounded by trees. In the midst still 
stands the original stone building used be- 
fore the cottage system was inaugurated. 

To the east and west stand two large builld- 
ings, which look like handsome private res- 
idences; a third stands between the original 
building and the buliding onthe east, which 
is situated 100 feet fromthe original asylum, 
and all of the bullamgs are in Queen Anne 
Style. 

There is a steam plant to heat all of these 
buildings, and stables are located behind the 
colony of bulldings used for * residences. 
Well kept lawns, graveled walks and plots of 
flowers beautify the grounds. 

The matron and older boys reside in the old 
stone bullding and the managers hold their 
meetings in the pariors of this bullding. 

There is a new bDullding connected with the 
old one, which contains the school-rooms 
and other apartments, and is named for Mrs. 
Rebecca P. Budd, who was president for 
thirty years. The building to the east Is 
named for Isabella B. Leighton, who was 
manager for several years, and whose large 
benefactions entitle her to be remembered. 
There are the dormitories for the little 
girls, parlor, nursery, play-rooms, Dath- 
rooms, etc. The building to the west 18 
called the Ellen Mekee, in honorof a lady 
who gave liberally towards its erection. 

Allof the houses are fully equipped for 
housekeeping with a cook foreach house.

Foundiing Asylum. 

The Foundling Asylum conducted by the 
Sisters pf Charity was founded many years 
ago by the intercession and good offices of 
the Most Rev. Archbishop Kenrick, who saw 
the need for a nome for abandoned 
babes. St. Louis may well be proud of the fact 
that it was the first asylum of the kind 
opened in the United States, Sister Felicita 
Delone, Sister Agnes O’Connor, Sister Eusta- 
chia Hickey, and Sister Mary Patrick Lau gh- 
ran, from Maryland, first begun the 
good work Ina small house op Eleventh and 
Marion streets, the site of the House of the 
Guardian Angel, and on the first day received 
fourteen infants. Mr. John Mullanphy lefta 
bequest for the support of ten widows and 
ten small houses as homes for them. Soon it 
was found that these old people could not 
live alone, sothe Archbishop had the house 
erected on the southeast corner of Tenth and 
O Fallon streets for them. The sisters took 
charge of it, bringing their foundlings from 
the nouseon Marion and Eleventh streets, 
and thus was consolidated a home for 
the‘aged widows, a Maternity Hospital and 
Foundling Asylum, The sisters are incorpo- 
rated, eleven of them who now are 


in charge ofthe House forming the body of 
the corporation, and the other five, which 
completes their number, are directors of the 
business affairs of the corporation. 

The directors meet each month and the 
corporation meet annually. The institution 
is non-sectarian, but a home for poor widows 
over sixty years of age. a maternity 
hospital, an asylum for infants of respecta- 
ble parentage and alsofor foundlings. The 
Sisters receive about three hundred ana 
fifty infants annually. 


Deaf Mute Institute. 


The Marie Consilie Deaf Mute Institute is 
situated upon Cass avenue, No. 1849. It is for 
the industrial training of deafmutes as far 
as possible. Itis supported by the efforts of 
the sisters and a charge ot a tuition fee of 
„ea month for boarders and $10 for day 
boarders, 

However, no applicant has ever been 


turned away either on account of indigence 
or religious views. 
This institution has four teachers, Sisters 
of st. Joseph, who instruct the deaf mutes.

some of those who were congenitally deaf 
can now articulate quite distinctly the 
Lord's Prayer, the multiplication table and 
read from the lips many of the questions pro- 
posed in the class-room. However, they 
seein to prefer the signs asa means of com- 
munication. 

This scvool receives only girls as boarders 
and outside of school hours Instructions are 
given in plain and fancy needle work, print- 
ing, painting and music. A sodality for the 
xirls is established and a small circulating 
library for those who desire to read. ‘the 
institution accommodates about thirty-five 
giris and twice that number of day scholars of 
both sexes. There have always been anumber 
of the inmates dependent upon the iInstitu- 
tion. There are at present forty pupils, 
twenty-four boarders and sixteen day 
scholars. The mutes are as susceptible of 
pleasure as children endowed with ail 
of their senses. They are also peculiarly 
appreciative of any favor, and equally sensi- 
tive to any injustice or unkindness, and are 
slow in forgetting either. The good friends 
of the institution have always been kind 
heretofore in remembering the dependent 
and homeless inmates of this asylum, and 
the little ones are looking forward anxiously 
to Christmas and a vigit from Santa Claus, 
so those who are more prosperous must not 
forget those poor little creatures deprived of 
two senses. 

The sisters are most anxious to teach the 
inmates trades, since people in business do 
not as à rule empioy mutes as apprentices or 
otherwise. For this reason they need aid 
from outside in order to give these poor un- 
fortunate children atrade that will render 
them independent and self-supporting. 

The Sisters of st. Joseph was the first re- 
ligious order in America that instructed deaf 
mutes.

Mrs. W. L. Cassidy is Secretary and Mrs. 

These energetic and 
charitable ladies make all of their garments 
for the poor of good and new material pur- 
chased by the money collected from the mem- 
bers of the society during the year. 

From Nov. I last vear to February of the 
present year they gave away 321 garments, 
36 pair of shoes and 52 pair of hose. Doubt- 
less their good work will exceed this during 
the present winter.

Young Ladies’ Mission. 

The Young Ladies’ Mission of St. John’s Mu. 
E. Church has donea good work, although 
only a small society. It meets weekly at 
the church and sews for the poor. It re- 
lieves the immediate needs of such destitute 
poor as it can, and assists them bythe pay 
ment of thoir rent in case of illness. It also 
finds employment for those who are worthy 
and need it, and visits and assists those in 
distress. Its donations and the proceeds 
fromthe entertainments given bythe mis- 


sion amounted to $301.13 last year. It ex-

The woman’s work column of the last 
SUNDAY Post-DISPATCH was devoted to a 
description of several charitable institutions, 
among which was that so well and favorably 
known as the Home ofthe Immaculate Con- 
ception. Thearticle above mentioned por- 
trayed the home and its work as it was sev- 
eral years ago, but did not note that the home 
was not a refuge for all Classes of homeless 
women, who either from choice or necessity, 
were found roaming the streets of the city, 
and that officers at the Union Depot were in- 
formed to send all such characters to the 
Home. This was never the case. Other in- 
stitutions are situated in this city for 
the reformation or protection of 
women of bad or doubtful character, 
but the object of this one always was to af 
ford a home for respectable women seeking 
employment and to aid them in securing sit- 
vations. The Matron at the Union Depot 
was instructed to direct all respectable 
women and girls, who came to the city to 
earn an honest living, to the 
Home, and only such were ad- 
mitted, But the requirements of society, ke 


much pleasure in learning the 


the sands of a restless river, are ever chang- 
ing and the demand ror household labor or 
late years has become so great that noone 
need remain out of employment. Then it 
was, that the good sisters and their zealous 
co-ope@rators, the Queen’s Daughters, saw 
that a refuge of this Kind was no longer 
needed and that it would only tend to foster 
idleness. 

The institution has since developed into 
what might be calleda business woman’s 
home. Excellent board and clean, com- 
fortable sleeping apartments are provided at 
reasonable prices to independent young 
women of fair name and unquestionable 
character, irrespective of creed or nation- 
ality. 

The majority of the inmates are represent- 
atives of the various professions that have 
been opened up to women inthis enlightened 
century, such as telegraph ‘and type-writer 
operating, shorthand reporting and amanu- 
ensis work, bookkeeping, lady talloring, etc. 
Students also find itan excellent place to re- 
main while attending school or college. 
Again there are some few who spend the win- 
ters here to avoid the rigors of a more north- 
ern climate, and lastly, ladies of suburban 
towns who come to the city to do shopping.
